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VICTOR HUGO'S FUNERAL 


—_—_o-—- 
DNE OF THE GREATEST PAGEANTS 
EVER SEEN IN FRANCE. 
SUCH A GREAT CROWD RARELY SEEN—NO 
DISTURBANCES OF A SERIOUS NATURE 
—THE ORATIONS AND PROCESSION, 


Paris, June 1.—Although rain fell dur- 
tng the nicht and there was every indication in 
the early morning of more rain, hundreds of 

- thousands of people were abroad at daybreak, 

crowding the streets and boulevards through 
which the great procession was to move that 
accompanied the body of Victor Hugo to his 
last resting place in the Panthéon. Owing 
to the crowded condition of the hotels 
thousands were compelled to bivouac in the 
open airall nizht. The space around the Aro 
age Triomphe was filled at an early hour with the 
chief officers of the State, the members of the 
diplomatic corps, Senators, and Deputies. From 
all directions came deputations with draped 
banners and bearing flowers and gigantic 
wreaths, and all moving in the direction of the 
Are de Triomphe, the Mecca of France to-day. 
Never did Paris present such a scene. 
The chestnut trees in the Champs Elysées 
are in full bloom, and formed a _ strange 
contrast to the veiled lights, draped banners, 
and the vast sea of spectators, all in the habili- 
ments of mourning, that lined either side of the 
immense field. Large bodies of cavairy occupied 
the streets leading to the Palace of the Elysée, 
the residence of President Grévy. Minute guns 
were fired from the Hétel des Invalides and 
from Fort Valérien. The crowd was very 
orderly, and there was not a sign of that trouble 
50 much talked of and written about, 

Six orations were delivered under the Arc de 
friomphe before the funeral procession started, 


in the presence of nearly all the illustrious men 
ofandin France. M. Le Royer, President of the 
Senate, said Victor Hugo constantly pursued the 
hieber ideal of justice and humanity, and thus 
exercised an immense influence over the moral 
feeling of France. M. Floquet said that the 
ceremony to-day was not a funeral. {[t 
Was an apotheosis. He hailed Victor Hugo 
as the immortal apostie who ueathed 
to humanity that gospel which could lead the 
people to the definitive conquest of “liberty, 
equality, fraternity.” M. Floquet’s oration was 
particularly touching and elicited great ap- 
plause. M. Augier,a member of the Academy, 
elaborated the fact, made evident to-day—* To 
the sovereign poet France renders sovereign 
honors.” M. Goblet, President of the Cham- 

of Deputies, declared that Victor 
Hugo woul remain the _  hignest ° per- 
sonification of the nineteenth ‘century, 
the history of which, in its contradictions, 
doubts, ideas, and aspirations, was best reflected 
in his works. The character of Victor Hugo 
was profoundiy human, and represented the 
spirit of toleration and of peace. he singing of 
revolutionary and patriotic songs by bands of 
men gathered beyond the reach of the voices of 
the orators interruped somewhat the unity of 
the eulogies, but beyond this there was wething 
to mar the beauty or detract from the impress- 
iveness of the spectacle. 

The funeral procession started punctually at 
noon. The threatening clouds of the morning 
had disappeared by this time and the sun shone 
forth brilliantly. Many chariots heaped with the 
offerings of the people of France followed the 
body in the procession. Enormous crowds of 
people lined the streets that formed the route of 
the procession while other masses of people pos- 
sessed the intersecting streets for a great dis- 
tance on either side. The buiidings were black 
with people, as was indeed every point from 
which could be bad a view of the unparalleled 
spectacie. The procession as it ieft the Arcde 

riomphe moved in the following order: First 
& squadron of the Republican Guards, then the 
General commanding with his staff. After these 
came a regiment of Cuirassiers beaded by its 
band and the drum corps of three regi- 
ments. hese formed the escort proper 
for the funeral procession, while along 
its line on both sides was constantly heard the 
roll of muffled drums. Preceding the body were 
2 cars laden with wreaths and flowers, accom- 
panied by the boys of the public schoots. Be- 
sides these 800 wreaths were carried by the vari- 
ous deputations. The band of the Republiean 
Guards headed the deputation from Besancon, 
the representatives of foreign newspapers, 
members of the Dramatic Society, and delega- 
tions from the National and other theatres. 
Following the body were the relatives and 
immediate friends of the family of Victor Hugo, 
the representative of President Grévy, the 
Presidents of the Senate and Chamber of Dep- 
uties, foreign Ambassadors, the Chancellor of 
the Legion of Honor, the Military Governor of 
Paris. Senators and Deputies, deputations, 
the Prefects of the Seine, the police and 
military and naval authorities, a con- 
tingent of the Army of Paris, and a 
squadron of the Republican Guards. The pro- 
cession followed the route from the Champs 
Elysées through the Place de la Concorde, the 
Boulevards Saint-Germain and. Saint- Michel, 
and the Rue Souffiot to the Place du Panthéon. 
At the time that the head of the procession had 
reached the Panthéon theend had not yet left 
the Arc de Triomphe. 

Allin the provession seemed to appreciate that 
France was doing honor to her most illustrious 

oet. All were quiet, and all observed a most 

coming demeanor. The pressure of the packed 
masses of peopie was frightful to contemplate, 
and many of those who were “in the packs” 
were seriously crushed. The funeral was con- 
ducted with every mark of respect, the enor- 
mous masses of people in the streets maintaining 
an exceptiona! quiet. 

The obsequies surpassed everything within 
the memory of the oldest citizen. Sucha con- 
eourse of people bas rarely been witnessed in 
Paris. Before the start of the procession the 
police seized 15 red flags and immediately de- 
stroyed them. There is general rejoicing because 
of the absence of disorder. 

M. Allain-Targé, Minister of the Interior, said 
to-night that in spite of the vast concourse of 
people in the principal streets of Paris to-day 
there had been few casualties reported by the 
police. in cases where the police, acting under 
their general instructions, attempted to seize red 
fiags, the owners destroyed the emblems rather 
than surrender them. The police were cau- 
tioned by an order issued this morning to use 
moderation, and in many cases they refrained 
from making arrests where they would 
have been technically justified in doing so. 
This leniency left the extremists very little 
opportunity for provoking disturbances. At 
the close of the ceremonies the people in the 
neighborhood of the Arc de Triomphe made a 
rush, which the police were powerless to resist, 
and sei and bore away the decorations as 
guementos of the occasion.

Roms, June 1.—The Diritte foreshadows 
the occupation of Suakin next Autumn by 
Italy. It says that the Italian Government is 
preparing another expedition to the Red Sea, 
and that it will take an autograph letter and 
presents from King Humbert to the King of 
Abyssinia. 


Lonpon, June 1.—The Government of 
Egypt has instructed the Rothschilds in paring 
the coupons on the Domain ioan to withhold 5 
per cent. of the full amount for the benefit of 
the Egyptian Treasury. In London itis thought 
that the passing of the. Egyptian financial con- 
vention by the French Champber of Deputies in- 
dicates that the powers have arrived at an 
agreement concerning Egyptian finances. 


HERBERT SPENCER’S OFFER. 
Lonpon, June 1.—On the 29th of May the 
Times published a letter bearing the signature of 
Frederic Harrison, and addressed to Herbert 
Spencer, in which Mr. Harrison protested against 


Mr. Spencer publishing in America a volume con- 
taining three recent articies by Mr. Spencer and 
three by Mr. Harrison, a reprint from the Nine- 
teenth «century. and \interspered with critical 
comments. This proceeding on the part of Mr. 
Spencer was characterized by Mr. Harrison ag 
*an unworthy act of piracy.” The letter closed 
with the declaration by Mr. Harrison that 
he woud leave the “ whole conduct of Mr. 
Spencer to the judgment of men with a sense 
of honor.” To-day Mr. Spencer writes to the 
dimes inclosing a copy of his letter to Mr. Har- 
rison. to which the latter referred in his commu- 
nication of May 29, and which contained a pro- 
posal in the nature of a settlement of their differ- 
ences to republish in England the American 
volume. Mr. Spencer shows that the Messrs. 
Youmans feared that others would ublish the 
- articles referred to unless he did. r. Spencer 
denies that he has any money interest in the pub- 
cation. He offers to submit the dispute to 
three arbitrators, and says he 1s willing to sup- 
prone the book, destroy the stereotypes, and in- 
mnify the Appietons for their loss if the arbi- 
ga decide that the publication is unjustifi-

_.. Lexpon, June 2.—A portion of the offi- 
papers relating to the attack by the Rus- 
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Lumsden telegraphed to the Government that 
the Russians were moving heaven and earth to 
get the Afghans to fight, and that fighting was 
certain to occur. On April 2 he repeated his 
statement that the attack by Gen. 
roff upon the “Afghans was _ deliberately 
The subject of arbitration was first 
roposed_by Lord Granville. M. de Giers, the 
ussian Foreign Minister, demurred, saying 
that the Emperor of Germany would be the only 
fit person to arbitrate, and he would refuse. 
Lord Granville retorted that the Emperor must 
censent if asked, 

The Daily News asserts that it has been defi- 
nitely agreed upon by the Ministry to invite the 
King of Denmark to arbitrate the differences 
between ene and Russia. The paper fur- 
ther states that the Danish King has intimated 
his willingness to act as arbitrator should he be 
called upon to do so. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, June 1.—In an inter- 
view as to the present condition of the Anglo- 
Russian controversy Sir Peter Lumsden saia to- 
day that it might be weeks and it might 
be months fore matters were again 
embroiled, but that the difficulty was sure to 
break out afresh rsooner or later, and betore 
very long. The old frontier included all that 
was best in 80 miles of desert land that was now 
to be given up to Russia.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

LonpDon, June 1.—Mapleson will open a 
short operatic season inthe middle of June at 
the Covent Garden Theatre, with Mme.

To-day being the sixth anniversary of the 
death in Ulundi of the French Prince Imperial, 
Louis Napoleon, the Queen sent a wreath to be 
placed over his grave at Chiselhurst. 

Miss Calhoun played Rosalind in the outdoor 
performance of “As You Like It” given by 
amateurs Saturday afternoon, on the grounds of 
the residence of Lady Archibald Campbell, at 
Kingston-on-the-Thames. Lord Campbell acted 
the part of Orlando. The Prince and Princess 
of Wales, Princess Louise and the Marquis of 
Lorne, and a very fashionable company were 
present. 

The police are informed that two dynamiters 
have arrived in England, and only await a favor- 
able opportunity to carry out their nefarious 
designs. Notices have been sent to al! police 
stations to arrest an Irish-American who landed 
in England about the middie of May, took lodg- 
ings in the Devon Hotel, on Praed-street, Lon- 
don, and remained there until May 26, when he 
disappeared in a most suspicious manner, going 
off with another Irish-American, for whom the 
police are also on the watch. 

The supposition that the expulsion of the 
Russian Poles: from Prussian territory, where 
they had settled to escape Russian despotism, 
was due to an understanding between the Govy- 
ernments of Russia and Germany seems to have 
no sufficient foundation. Russia, it ap rs, is 
anything but pleased at the action of the Prus- 
sian authorities, and is engagced_in the execu- 
tion of retaliatory measures. Many Germans 
who have been residing in Russia are being 
forced to return to their native country. Hardly 
any notice is given them, and much hardship 
and suffering attend their expulsion. In many 
instances these refugees reach the German fron- 
tier in a destitute condition. 

United States Minister Phelps was officially 
received by the Prince of Wales to-day. 


Romg, June 1.—A royal decree has been 
issued enforcing the supplementary convention 
to the extradition treaty of March 23, 1868, be- 
tween Italy and the United States. 


LIVERPOOL, June 1.—The Guion steamer 
Nevada, bearing Arthur E. Marsh, the abscond- 
ing superintendent of Koch Sons & Co., of New- 
York, arrived here to-day. Marsh was allowed 
to drive away with friends, and nothing has 
been heard of him since. 


HambBourG, June 1.—A new steamship 
company for the African trade has been organ- 
ized here. he new corporation includes the 
oo shipowners, the Woermanns, and six other 

amburg tirms. The capital of the company is 
3,000,600 marks, allof which has been taken by 
the members of the firms,nune of the shares hav- 
ing been placed onthe Bourse. The new com- 
Dany has bought from the Woermanns’ West 
African Steamship Line for the sum of 2,300,000 
marks five of its best steamers, and. has secured 
three other steamships at present on the stocks. 
The company will, itis said, raise a preference 
loan of 1,000,000 marks. 


Vienna, June 1.—Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph has issued a pardon liberating Dr. Julius 
Rosenberg from the remainder of the two-year 
term of imprisonment to which he was sen- 
tenced at Tamsvar, Hungary,.on Jan. 22, 1884, 
for killing Count Stephen Batthyany in a duel. 
The Count had married a lady to whom 
the doctor had been affianced, and the 
duel was the result of a dispute  be- 
tween the men as to the lady’s relations 
to her first suitor. Both combatants were 
desperately determined on the field, and three 
shots were exchanged. The doctor's third fire 
drove a bullet through Count Batthyany’s head 
at the temple and killed him instantly. Dr. 
Rosenberg was arrested and indicted. His trial 
was long and sensational, and attracted general 
attention throughout Europe. The present im- 
perial intercession is said to Sees been inspired 
by sympathy with the prisoner. 


DUBLIN, June 1.—A leading Government 
Official of this city has disappeared. His name 
has not yet leaked out. There are various sur- 
mises as to the cause of his disappearance. Some 
say he has absconded, while others believe that 
he is insane or has committed suicide, 


MaDRID, June 1.—The report circulated 
here yesterday that the Cabinet had concluded 
with, United States Minister Foster a general 
commercial treaty between the United States 
and Spainis premature. Negotiations are still 
in active progress, but are understood to be ap- 
proaching consummation. 


BrussEts, June 1.—The funeral of the 
eminent Belgian statesman, Charies Rogier, was 
conducted to-day with elaborate and impressive 
eeremony. While the body was lying in state 
Sunday evening, a riot occurred in consequence 
otf a dispute between Liberals and Catholics in 
the crowd which had gathered in the vicinity. 
The police, in attempting to disperse the rioters, 
were at first “or but upon being reinforced 
— cleared the streets and made several ar- 
rests. 


ABANDONING RITUALISTIC PRACTICES. 

Cuicageo, IlL., June 1—The trouble at 
St. James’s Episcopal Church, in this city, has 
been settled by the Rector, Dr. Vibbert, consent- 
ing to do away with certain innovations in the 
service, which some of his parishioners thought 
bordered on the ritualistic. Dr. Vibbert an- 


nounces that from next Sunday he will cease in- 
toning the Psalms of the morning service and 
willdo away with the choral service which he 
had instituted for afternoons. The boy 
choir will, however, continue, but wilil 
take no part in the lessons, the congregation 
reading them_as formerly. {fn making this an- 
nouncement Dr. Vibbert says that he had in- 
toned the lessons because he thought the words 
of the great psalmster were more effective when 
given thus than when badly read, but that he 
has discovered that a large portion of his parish- 
ioners thought otherwise. As to the choral 
afternoon service, he had started that as an ex- 
periment, thinking that by it he could, perhaps, 
reach strangers and bring to church people 
whom otherwise it would be impossible to at- 
tract. As, however, many of his congregation 
thought he was wrong in this he would yield to 
= wishes and return to the old form of wor- 
ship. 








OHIO SHERIFFS PUZZLED. 
CoLumBus, Ohio, June 1—The Ohio 
Legislature on April 29 passed a bill which pro- 
vided that after June 1 all executions should 
take place within the walls of the penitentiary. 


A number of murderers had been sentenced pre- 
vious to the passage of the act to be hanged 
during June and July, and the. Sheriffs of the 
various counties do not know whether to bring 
the murderers to Columbus to be executed or 
to conduct the hangings within the County Jail. 
Gov. Hoadly referred the matter to the Attor- 
ney-General, who says that a person who at the 
time of the passage of the act was under sen- 
tence of death, and whose execution was fixed 
to take place prior to July 1, must be executed 
in accordance with the former law, and that ail 
executions must take place at the specified time 
within the jail, in accordance with the sentence 
of the court, 





FOR A NEW DRIVE TO A PARK. 
New-HAveEN, Conn., June L—Ex.-Goy. 
James E. English wrote a letter to-aay to the 
City Park Commissioners saying briefly that they 


were at liberty to draw on him at their own con- 
venience for $10,000 to establish a new driveway 
similar to the Farnham Drive, now the principal 
avenue of approach to the city’s East Rock Park.

THE CLAIM OF THE EASTERN IN- 
DIANS REJECTED. 

A DECISION BY THE COURT OF CLAIMS 

AGAINST THE PARTITION OF THE PROP- 


ERTY OF THE NATION, 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—A long and inter- 
esting opinion was rendered to-day in the Court 
of Claims by Chief-Justice Richardson, tue full 
bench concurring, on the claim of the Cherokees 
East of the Mississippi River for a partition of 
the funds and proceeds of lands held by the 
Cherokee Nation. The claim involved over 
$1,000,000. Shellabarger & Wilson, Gov. Craw- 
ford, and Col. Kilpatrick appeared for the claim- 
ants. Col. William A. Phillips, attorney for the 
Cherokee Nation; John C. Fay, assistant attor- 
ney for the United States, and Curtis & Bur- 
dett, argued for the defendants. Following is 
the substance and important points of the de- 
cision: 


“ The status of the Cherokee Nation, one of the 
defendants, is entirely different. It has its ter- 
ritorial possessions and boundaries, its constitu- 
tion, Wrer7 much like the constitution of the 
United States,) its laws, its executive, Jegisla- 
tive, and judicial departments, with none of 
which can any State or the United States inter- 
fere. Its relations with the United States are 
fixed by contracts set out in treaties and laws, 
to which, as a nation, it has given its assent. 
The United States, by the terms of these con- 
tracts, has become Trustee of its funds, 
which it agrees to administer according 
to the proviston of those contracts. The 
Cherokee Nation has a right to _ stand 
upon the contracts of its treaties in relation to 
the funds now in question, and no acts of Con- 
gress and no proceedings of the political depart- 
ments of the Government in connection there- 
with can take away its vested rights thereto 
guaranteed by such treaties. If the Indians east 
of the Mississippi wish to enjoy the common 
benefits of the common property of the nation 
they must comply with its constitution and 
laws and become readmitted to citizenship 
as therein provided. They cannot have a 
divided share of common property of the 
nation, and thus gain rights and privileges not 
accorded to any other Cherokee Indians; of 
living out of national territory, of avoiding the 
subjecting of themselves to the laws of the na- 
tion, dividing its common fund and common 
property, and managing their affairs wholly in- 
dependent of national authority. Such an ad- 
mission of right might breax up the nation into 
innumerable bands and scatter into fractions 
funds whicb, by treaties with the United States, 
by the constitution and laws of the Indians 
themselves, have been deditated as com- 
mon funds to the common and _ not di- 
vided benefit of the Indian. In our 
opinion, the Eastern band of Cherokee 
Indians, claimants in this case, have no rights in 
law nor in equity in and to the moneys, stocks, 
and bonds held by the United States in trust for 
the Cherokees arising outof sales ot lands lying 
west of the Mississippi River, nor in and to a 
certain other fund, commonly called the per- 
manent annuity fund, mentioned in the act of 
March 38, 1883, referring the case to this court, 
and a decree will be entered to that effect.”

THE PRESIDENT’S FALSE ADVISERS. 

It is refreshing to observe how the Dem- 
ocrats atthe capital who have been systemat- 
ically deceiving the President about the charac- 
ter and qualifications of candidates recom- 
mended for offices are learning that the Presi- 
dent is an apt scholar, and that he cannot easily 
be deceived twice by the same adventurers. Bet- 
ter than that, but unfortunate perhaps for men 
who will not recommend bad candidates for 
office, the President has learned to distrust 
compliments for candidates to such an 


extent that he may now hesitate 
to take anybody’s unsupported word. 
Relying upon the honorable position occupied 
by some of the Democrats who sought to advise 
him, he was ledinto errors. The Washington Post, 
in an editorial on this subject, says to- hi “He 
bas been deceived, but never twice by the same 
person. Where it was possible he has promptly 
corrected his mistake; where no correction 
could be made he has remembered it as a warn- 
ing to be careful for the future where he puts 
his trust. The men who have presumed upon 
the President’s disposition to listen to and act 
upon their advice and have secured appointments 
that deserved and have received criticism have 
not only destroyed their chance for obtaining 
appointments, but they have injured more hon- 
est men by forcing the President to give more 
careful consideration to the cases of all candi- 
dates, thus delaying decisions and preventing 
the change that some Democrats are so anxious 
shall be made speedily. To a man so thoroughly 
in earnest as the President the men who have 
deliberately deceived him are regarded with a 
detestation that must be known to be appreci- 
ated. He learns guickly, but does not easily for- 
get.

LIES ABOUT MINISTER DENBY. 

Some of the newspapers that do not like 
any of President Cleveland’s appointments com- 
plained that Col. Charles Denby, of Indiana, who 
was named by the Presidentas Minister to China, 
had closed his war record by resignation in con- 
sequence of the emancipation of the blacks. 
Language treasonable in its character was 


quoted as having_been used by him to express 
his detestation of Lincoln’s proclamation, and he 
was said to have written a letter in which 
he asserted that he would no longer fight to 
free the niggers.” Col. Denby’s letter of resig- 
nation is on file in the War Department. It 
makes no reference to the emancipation of the 
slaves. Col. Denby had been wounded, and his 
physicians said that his injuries were of sucha 
nature that it would be necessary for him to 
lead a very quiet life. In resigning he expressed 
his great regret in being obliged to leave the 
service. He resigned about Jan. 15, 1863, some 
time after the emancipation proclamation be- 
came effective.

As his successor had not been selected, it 
was deemed mocnentey: to require him to file a 
new bond to cover his increased responsibility. 
Tnat bond was prepared last week, and it is sup- 
posed that it was his exhibition of that paper 
that led to the report that a Republican had 
been chosen by a Democratic Administration to 
fill a lucrative office. He will probably hold it 
for a very short time.

PENSION OFFICE REMOVALS.

1886 shall not be filled by promotion or original 
appointment until a reduction of 150 in 4il is 
made. Thereafter the number is not to be in- 
creased, and the number in the several grades is 
to remain as existing when the reduction is com- 
pleted. Strong pressure is being made for pro- 
motions in the office, but’ promotions wil! be 
made very carefully. The reduction will begin 
immediately.

TRAGEDY IN FLORIDA. 


A- NEGRO SHOOTS A WOMAN AND FATALLY 
STABS A POLICEMAN. 

CEDAR Keys, Fla., June 1.—Anna, wife of 
James Harris, a well-known colored man of this 
place, was shot and fatally wounded by a negro 
deperado named Stetson, alias Harrison, in 
the suburbs this afternoon. The shooting 
was done with a small seven-shot revolver, the 
ball entering the mouth and ranging downward. 
Upon hearing of the shooting Marshal Saul and 
Policeman Arch Turner, colored, gave chase 
to the murderer, who had taken flight 


immediately after firing the fatal shot. 
Learning that Stetson had secured a 
sailboat and _ started down. the _ coast, 
Turner and a citizen named Shepro procured a 
small schooner ahd continued their pursuit. 
After a bard chase of three miles they came up 
with and captured the fugitive, who surren- 
dered, giving his pistol to Policeman Turner 
and apparently resigning all hope of es- 
caping. But soon after the schooner 
was put about the prisoner drew 
and attacked Turner with a huge bowie knife, 
driving it to the hilt into his body three times. 
Turner fell to the deck at the third blow. Stet- 
son then started for Shepro, who is a powerful 
Spaniard. As he approached Shepro retired to 
the stern of the vessel, where he secured 
the tiller and made a _ desperate struggle 
for his The negro was finally felled 
to the deck and securely bound, and 
Shepro brought both him and the dying police- 
man to this place. No cause for the shooting of 
the woman can be ascertained, and it is asserted 
that there was no provocation whatever. The 
dying policeman was a brave and fearless man 
and very popular, especially among the colore 
citizens. There is strong talk of lynching to- 
nigbt, and the authorities are taking extra pre- 
cautions to preserve the peace.

JUDGE SMITH TO CONTEST HARRISON’S 
SEAT—JUDGES RE-ELECTED. 

Curcaao, June 1.—The City Council this 
evening settled the election muddle by 
canvassing the returns from the Third 
Precinct of the Third Ward, the originals 
of which, together with the ballots, had 
been stolen the day after election, April 7.

THE GREAT IRON STRIKE 


——— 


BOTH WORKMEN AND EMPLOYERS 
CONFIDENT OF SUCCESS. 


.4 FEW FIRMS SIGN THE NEW SCALE BUT 


THE GREAT MAJORITY SAY THEY WILL 
NEVER YIELD. 


PirtsBuRG, Penn., June 1.—The second 
general strike in the Western iron trade, by 
which 100,000.men are thrown out of employ- 
ment, was entered upon to-day. Although the 
striking workmen were somewhat encouraged 
this morning by the news that Singer, Nimick & 
Co., of the Sligo Mill, and Smith, Sutton & Co.., 
of La Belle Furnace, north of this district, had 
signed the scale demanded, the manufacturers 
would not admit that the breaking away of these 
two firms had any significance. Both have steel 
mills, and the only men in their employ affected 
by the scale are the puddlers, of whom the Sligo 
employs 82 and the La Belle 20 when running full. 

In the afternoon Long & Co., of the Vulcan 
Iron Works, signed the scale.. Their action has 
more bearing on the matter in dispute, as theirs 
is distinctively an iron mill, producing bar iron, 
&c. Word was also received by wire that Leo 
Summers & Co., of the Russia Mill, at Niles, 
Ohio, had also yielded. This firm is a co-opera- 
tive concern, so that its action is natural and 
was anticipated by the manufacturers. It was 


*rumored that Hussey, Howe & Co. had also 


signed, but no confirmation of this statement 
was to be obtained. W. D. Wood & Co., who 
employ non-union men at their two mills, have 
also agreed to pay scale prices. There are thus 
eight milis now running throughout the West 
at the workmen’s terms. 


The manufacturers profess to see nothing 
alarming in this fact. They claim to nave antici- 


pated such a break when the rejection of the 
workmen's scale was determined on, and Mr. 
Weeks, the Secretary of their association, when 
the subject is referred to, points to a pile 
of telegrams which he has received from 
the district Secretaries announcing that 
all mills throughout the West are 
idle, with the single exception of the Russia 
Mill, at Niles. He also recalls the fact that at the 
beginning of the strike in 1882, in which the 
workmen were defeated, 33 mills ran practically 
< hme kbp by ——. e firms having signed 
ale an agreeing to pay whatever wages 
might be finally decided upon. ees 
The comparative smallness of the points in dis- 
pute, far from making a settlement easy, seems 
to have made any prospect of it only the more 
remote, for it has encouraged the workmen in 
the belief that the employers are only using the 
scale as an excuse for picking a quarrel with the 
Amalgamated Association and fighting it to the 
death. The employers give color to this opinion 
by their declaration that henceforth they will 
not recognize the Amalgamated  Associa- 
tion as a body, but that each firm 
will make with the men In 
its own employ. The manufacturers are imbued 
with the belief that the recent secession of the 
nailers from the Amalgamated Association has 
so greatly weakened the organization that they 
can win an easy victory. As the United Nailers 
are entering on a fightat the very beginning 
of their career as an organization, and at the 
very time that the parent body is resisting a de- 
termined attempt at its extinction, its officers 
have paid a friendly visit to the headquarters of 
the Amalgmaated Association. This is an indi- 
cation that they wiil stand side by side with the 
older organization. 


CLEVELAND, June 1.—Two hundred and 
fifty men employed at the Cleveland Rolling 
Mill struck to-day, the operators refusing to 
sign the scale presented by the committee of the 
Amalgamated Association. The employes have 
been very confident for several weeks past 
that the — would sign, and in 
consequence they have been very jubilant. 
A brass band had been secured, and it was 
all arranged to celebrate the signing of the 
scale by a grand jubilee. The scale book was 
presented to Mr. Coleman last Thursday, and 
this morning the Amalgamated Association’s 
committee called upon him for his decision. 
He refused to sign the document, giving as his 
reason that he did not wish to bolt from the 
Manufacturers’ Association. He offered, how- 
ever, to sign the scale of 1884, with conditions to 
make it g od until July 1. This was refused: by 
the committee, and the conference ended. 

The trouble lies in the finishing department. 
If a piece of an old rail is worked in a “pile” 
the bar, when turned out of the finishing mill, 
is very apt to be spoiled, and is, therefore, un- 
salable. The due amount of work is performed 
upon the bar, however, and the union men de- 
mand that they be paid for the work, but the 
company will not agree to this ar- 
rangement, and hence the men _ have 
struck. The Superintendent said he wished to 
await further developments in Pittsburg, and 
added that if Pittsburg manufacturers signed 
the new scale he would follow suit. The men 
are determined, and say they will stand out to 
the last. A few laborers are the only ones at 
work, and they are not governed by the union. 

One of the head men in the Amalgamated 
Association stated that the Union Rolling Mill 
Company had a large number of orders on,hand, 
and he gave it outas his opinion that if the Pitts- 
burg manufacturers do not give in soon the 
company will bolt, sign the scale, and start up in 
all departments. 


CINCINNATI, June L.—It is estimated that 
between 4,000 and 5,000 men were thrown out of 
employment by the shutting down of the iron 
mils in this city to-day. he mill owners are 
apparently little disturbed by the situation. 

hey say they could not make much money if 
their men would work for nothing, and there 
would be nothing but steady loss if they con- 
tinued to run under the scale demanded by the 
men. They promise to sign any scale which the 
Pittsburg mill owners will sign, and will wait 
for Pittsburg to decide what it shail be. 

The men complain that the scale proposed 
would not give them a living. They accuse the 
mill owners with adopting this course to check 
production and work off their stocks. It is the 
expectation on both sides that the strike will 
last six weeks or two months. The men are 
poorly situated for a strike, owing to the fact 
that they have had only partial employment 
for a long period, and their usual resources 
have been exhausted. 


CurIcaGao, June 1.—The old ‘scale’ of the 
amalgamated iron and steel workers expiring to- 
day, the Calumet Iron and Steel Company con- 
cluded to shut down their miils, and accordingly 
paid off nearly 700 men on Saturday. The milis 
will probably be closed until August. The new 
scale for puddling is fixed at 50 cents a ton more, 
The company thought they could not afford to 
pay the advance, and shut down to avoid a strike. 

MILWAUKEE, June 1.—The scale present- 
ed by the workmen of the Bay View Rolling 
Mills to Superintendent Parker on Saturday has 
not been signed, and the mills are not open 
this morning; consequently 1,500 men are out 
of employment. The mills will be shut down 
os week at least to give opportunity for re- 
pairs. 


NOT GUILTY OF FRAUD. 
Cuicaeo, June 1.—Judge Blodgett, in 
the United States District Court, to-day decided 
the mining case of Goodrich, of the Goodrich 
Steamboat Line, against a man named Alvord, 


who was once a wealthy wholesale grocer in the 
State of lowa. Alvord in 1879 was interested in 
mines in Colorado, notably the Golden Wonder 
and the Golden Mammoth. He seemed to have 
great faith in their development and was sure 
that there was almost $800,000 worth of ore in 
sight. After spending $650,000 on the 
mine himself he _ sold an_ interest © to 
Mr. Goodrich for $60,000. The property did 
not pan out very well,and Goodrich asked 
Alvord to buy back the interest he had sold him 
at the price paid. This was refused by Alvord, 
and a lawsuit was the result. Goodrich charged 
fraud and misrepresentation as the grounds for 
his action. Alvord defended himself on the 
ground that he had acted in good faith, and had 
sunk almost an equal amount of morey in the 
mine, together with all of his valuable time. 
The case was submitted to the court without 
a jury, and to-day Judge Blodgett found the de- 
fendant not guilty.

REMARKS BY THE PRESIDENT. 


MoNTREAL, June 1.—The annual meeting™ 
of the Bank of Montreal was held this after- 
noon, Mr. C. F. Smithers presiding. The 
General Manager, Mr. W. J, Buchanan, read 
his annual report of the business for the year 
ending April 30, 188, which showed the bal- 
ance on profit and loss account, April 30, 1884, 
to have been $306,452 36; profits for the year end- 
ing April 80, 1885, after deducting charges of 
management dad making provision for all 
bad and doubtful debts, $1,393,116 88; total, 

1,699,569 24, less dividend, 10 per cent., and bonus, 

ver cent., paid and payable, $1,320,000, ors 
balance carried forward of $379,500 24. G) 
President in moving for the adoption of the re- 
port said that the year had been one of general 
depression; business had been unremunerative 
and restricted, but the actual profits this year 
had been in excessof the previous one, and after 
providing for all contingencies they had been 
able to carry forward considerable more than 
they had begun the year with. He believed 
that permanent investors were quite content 
with the policy of the bank. It was 
only the apenas who were not content, and 
these the bank did not care for. The clamor for 
large dividends had ruined hundreds of families 
in the past. The aggregate circulation had 
fallen off $750,000, yet the Bank of Montreal bad 
increased its circulation. The funds withdrawn 
at New-York had first found a market in Lon- 
don, where prices ruled better foratime. There 
was at present, however, plenty of room for 
money in Canada, and the loans and dis- 
counts here had consequently amounted 
to $38,000,000. He spoke strongly against 
the present persistent coinage of the de- 
based silver dollars in the United States, 
for solong as it continued no improvement in 
the New-York money market was to be looked 
for. He advocated putting the banks here on 
the American system of securing their issues by 
deposits of Government bonds, which would do 
away with the necessity of the present volumin- 
ous monthly statements. He advocated cau- 
tion and said that nearly every industry in 
Canada had probably been pushed too far. 
The number of failures during the past year 
was deplorable. A favorable view was taken 
ot the growing’ crops and the condition 
of the lumber market, but merchants were ad- 
vised to manage business so as to be prepared 
for whatever came. The danger signal ought 
not, he said, to be let down yet, since there was 
no indication of a very prosperous year. He 
promised them that under no circumstances 
would a bonus be paid the coming Fall. The 
report was adopted. 

Mr. Henry Yates urged that the Directors be 
made more directly responsible than they are 
now, and to this end they shouid be paid an ade- 
quate salary. This course would have averted 
many serious disasters to banks nere and in the 
States. The suggestion was discussed and the 
mecéting adjourned.

‘AN INCIDENT IN HER CAREER IN 
NECTICUT TOWN. 

New-HAveEn, Conn., June 1.—Etta Lewis, 
the Connecticut young woman who recently en- 
livened Newark, N. J., by disporting in man’s 
clothes, is credited with an interesting career 
ip this town and in Derby. Postmaster Clark, of 
Birmingham, noted as a local detective, tells of 
an escapade that showed the girl’s genius. About 
a year anda half ago a man who gave his name 
as A:L. Booth came to Birminghom from New- 
York. He wore good clothes and was enter- 
taining. He made a good many friends, but 


for some reason did not seem to pros- 
per in a business way. He assumed 
to be an insurance agent. Lawyer Green. of 
Birmingham, rented him an office for a time. 
One or two landlords grew weary of waiting 
upon him. Bad fortune crowded on nim on all 
sides, as he explained in the pathetic tales with 
which he made his abundant excuses. 

Suddenly one day Detective Clark made a call. 
A fraudulent check, drawn on the Birmingham 
National Bank and cashed in Naugatuck by 
Booth, needed explanation. Mr. Booth fled, but 
Clark found him in Bridgeport and put him un- 
der arrest. A dozen other forged checks were 
found on his person, drawn on various Connecti- 
cut banks. He went to jail. 

Just after Booth’s arrest Miss Etta Clark came 
on the scene. She wasa relative of Booth, she 
explained to Postmaster Clark and the Birming- 
ham bank officers. She explained, too, that 
while he was a restless, reckless sort of a fellow, 
she was the opposite, and while he was poor she 
was rich. She told about the abundance of 
property she owned in New-Haven, and was 
ready to pledge any amount of money that 
might be required to secure Hooth’s liberty. 
She tiourished in Birmingham, lived at a good 
hotel, and maintained a horse and carriage. 

One day the young woman suddenly learned 
that her propositions were all unavailing, and as 
suddenly she departed. A local liveryman 
looked for somebody to pay a big bill, and some 
other people had similar ambitions. The hotel 

roprietor, who had been won by what he called 

er childish ways, paid all claims. He was sure 
that a woman with such a face would come 
right back.

TROUBLE ABOUT CAPITOL PATRONAGE. 

ALBANY, June 1.—There are rumors of 
dissensions in the new Capitol Commission just 
appointed by the Legislature. The gates were 
not opened to the workmen this morning as had 
been expected. It was stated that Commissioner 
Perry had been unable to prepare the rolls and 
that the resumption of work was accordingly 
postponed until Wednesday. In the meantime 
another meeting of the Advisory Board will 
be held. The trouble is said to arise from 
the demands of the Republican members, 
President McCarthy and Speaker Erwin. Each 
is understood to have handed Commissioner 
Perry a large list of Republicans whom he ae- 
sired to be appointed to places. As the total 
number of names presented by the two largely 
exceeds one-half ot the entire force to be em- 
pores Commissioner Perry is in hot water. 
Neither Senator McCarthy nor Speaker Erwin 
wants his list cut down, and the Democrats are 
not willing that Republicans shall obtain more 
than half the spoils. The commission will to- 
morrow make a second attempt to distribute: 500 
places among 1,500 hungry and unfortunate men. 


HEAVY LOSSES OF A BANK. 

MoNTREAL, June 1.—The Union Bank of 
Lower Canada has to-day issued a circular 
marked “ confidential” tothe ehareholders, say- 
ing that on account of heavy losses at the Win- 
nipeg branch it would be impossible for them to 
pay a dividend out of the earnings of the cur- 
rent half year. These losses have resulted 
mainly from the failure of two companies of 
Jumber manufacturers to 
amounting in the aggregate to $331,000. The 
bank holdssecurity on timber limits, lumber, and 
other assets for these advances, but their value is 
very uncertain, and in the depressed condition 
of the markets in Winnipeg and the Northwest 
there is a probability that a large portion of 
these advances will be lost in realizing the as- 
sets. The earnings have been fully equal to 
those of the previous year, and it is estimated 
that the net profits will amount to $170,000, or, 
say, 84 per cent. on the capital of the bank, when 
the books are closed on June 15. The bank’s 
capital is $2,000,000, and there is no reserve. 








HALLELUJAH IN A COURT ROOM. 
DARIEN, Ga., June 1—A> remarkable 
scene was witnessed at the close of the trial of 
the Rev. Robert Miffien, D. D., Pastor of the 
African Baptist Church, for alleged improper 
relations with some of his flock.

ANGERMEIER IS ARRESTED 


—_——--< 


‘ABLE TO° TELL THE*CORONER A 
CLEAR STORY, HOWEVER. 
‘HE HAD NOT SEEN HANDS IN FIVE WEEKS—«, 
HIS ALIBI STRENGTHENED—INSPECTOR 
“¢ BYRNES’S THEORY OF THE MURDER. 


* From early morning yesterday people 
gathered on the sidewalx at the corner of Hud- 
son and North Moore streets, peering into Craw~ 
ford’s drug store and talking of the murder of 
which that was the scene during the dawn- 
ing hours of Sunday. Some whom curiosi« 
ty led within were shown the room in’ 
which Richard H. Hands, the murdered clerk, 
was found, with great blotches of blood, not yet 
dry, on the floor, and the arm chair as he sat in 
it when he met his death. Many eyes turned © 
from this view to the attic window on the cor« 
ner opposite. That was the dead clerk’s lodg~ 
ings, and there lay his widow prostrated with 
grief, and her two children, too young to realize 
their misfortune, at play in the same room. The 
other tenants of the house were ready with 
offers of assistance, and those who were admit< 
ted to her rooms found that all had been done 
that her neighbors could afford to relieve her of 
the care of the children and of physical distress, 
But her grief was inconsolable, and until late in 
the afternoon she lay on the bed moaning and 
crying, conscious only of her loss, and bursting 
out with fresh lamentations as the sight of her 
children and friends seemed to remind her of 
their utter destitution in a city of strangers, for 
she is an Englishwoman without any relatives 
here. Her husband’s salary was small, and his 
little savings were consumed last year with the 
birth and death of their third child. 

The thing that buoyed her up during the day 
more than anything else was the promise from 
the undertaker that she and ber children might 
look at the face of their dead in the afternoon. 
When the carriage called for her at 4 o’clock she — 
was ready for it. With her two children she 


went to Undertaker Merritt’s place on Eighth- 
avenue, where there was a_ heart-rending 
scene. was with difficulty that she 
could be prevailed upon to return home. 
On her return she found many _ proofs of 
sympathy from the neighbors. From their 
scant store they had sent her food and other 
articles of urgent use, while from a few there 
was money, mainly in small sums, but sufficient 
for immediate needs. Mr. Crawford, who em- 
ployed her husband, had sent her $20, with a 
message that he would pay her passage back to 
England, 1f she wanted to return to her own 
home. All this gave her courage and 
Those who 
were with her in the evening saw 
her trying to attend to the wants of 
her little household. In the neignborhood at the 
same time subscriptions were started for her re- 
lief. Enough was pledged by 9 o’clock to meet 
the expenses of the funeral, which will take 
place to-day in Evergreens Cemetery. 

The result of all the investigations of the po- 
lice yesterday was to leave the murder as great 
a mystery asever. The work of the police be- 
gan with the arrest of George C. Anger- 
meier, the discharged clerk, toward whom sus-: 
picion had pointed, They had been hunt- 
ing for him ail night. It was 2 o’clock in 
the morning betore they learned his address. 
Then they posted themselves at his house and 
at another place where they thought he might 
be. Whiie Detectives Martin, Handy, and Dunn 
were watching his door, he walked out without 
their knowing him, if they saw him. Detect- 
ives Fogrrty and Edward Handy went to the 
Hoffman House about $:300’clock. They had 
heard that Angermeier’s brother-in-law, Joseph 
G. Winkler, was a barber at that hotel. There 
they found their man anxiousiy waiting for a 
chance to talk with Winkler about the fearful 
charges implicd in the newspaper accounts of 
the murder. Fogarty had been a patrolman in 
the Fitth Precinct, and knew Angermeier , by 
sight. So when he saw him in the barber’s shop 
he went to him and said quietiy, ** Well, Doc, 
I suppose you know what we are here for.” 

*) have read the papers, and was getting 
ready to go down town to see Mr. Crawford,” 
Angermeier replied, tears starting to bis eyes. 

* Let us go together,” Fogarty said. : 

A messenger was sent to inform Detective, 
Martin, Handy, and Dunn, who were waiching 
Angermeier’s house. that_the young man wag 
under arrest, and then Fogarty and Edwarg 
Handy took their prisoner to the Leonard-street 
station house. Angermeier protested his inno« 
cence all the way down town, saying that he 
could easily prove an alibi, for he had Jately 
been in ill health, and was abed nearly all day 
Saturday as well as at night. 

Angermeier was not taken to a cell at the. 
station house, but to Capt. Eakins’s room. He 
wanted to see Mr. Crawford, the owner of the 
drug store, who was summoned. The door of 
the Captain's room was open while the party’ 
awaited Mr. Crawtord, and officers and otherm 
at the station house lookedtin on Angermeier-: 
They saw a young man of medium size dressed! 
ina neat suit of black. His face was almost: 
colorless, and was clean shaven except over the; 
upper lip, where a mustache was budding. ‘ 
gray eyes set well back from his forehead. Their. 
appearance was strained, as though from suffer- 
ing, and they were underlined by full dark 
creases. Nothing about him suggested dissipa« 
tion ora violent temper, but quite the reverse. 
He stood scrutiny well for « while, but wheéni 
Mr. Crawford arrived he could bear up no long- 
er, and bowed his head in his hands. Mr. Craw- 
ford spoke kindly to him. The door was then! 
closed. 

When Mr. Crawford came out a half hour 
later he said: ‘* It is preposterous to suppose the 
boy guilty of the murder. [ have known him 
foralong time. It isn’t in him to commit a 
erime. I doubtif he felt hard toward Hands. 
They may have had words, but there was no 
lasting grudge. If there had been, Angermeier 
was not the wan to give expression to it in that 
way. He was always mild-mannered, and not at 
all given to violence in any form. No one that, 
knows him could suspect him of such a thing as: 
murder. 

“T have advised him to ‘be perfectly frank’ 
with the Coroner,” Mr. Crawford continued, 
** ond not to hesitate to say why he has been in 
my neighborhood lately. If he has been there 
to visit asweetheart no one will think less of 
him for saying it. I cautioned bim against 
silence on any such subject. He said he wanted: 
oniy the truth known.” 

At ll o’clock, attended by the detectives and 
Capt. Eakins, Angermeier went to Coroner 
Martin’s office. The Coroner questioned him 
closely. Angermeier told his story in plain, 
simple language, in which there was not & 
sign of evasion. His answers came promptly, 
He said he had not seen Hands for about five 
\veeks. He bad never charged Hands with de- 
priving him of his place as under clerk in the 
drug store and had never thought such a thing. 
On the contrary he left there of his own voli- 
tion, taking with him a letter of recommenda- 
tion from Mr. Crawford. He didn’t want to 
return and had made no attempt to do so. 

“ When were you last in that neighborhood ?” 
the Coroner inquired. & 

* On Wednesday. JI went to call on a friend.” 

* Were you not there on Friday or Saturday ?”” 

ne No, Sir. I was at home sick on both of those 
days. 

Angermeier went on to say that he had been 
suffering from neuralgia, and on Thursday be- 
gan to dose himself with quinine and bromide of 
potassium.

Angermeier’s story bore well the test of in- 
quiry in various quarters during the day. The 
casual remark at the Coroner's that he had 
never carried a pistol was directly contrary to 
Vague rumors on which the police had built an 
assumption that on Friday last he had flourished 
a pistol in the neighborhood of the tragedy, 
threatening to use it to clear off an old score be- 
fore the week ended. Ali of Angermeier’s fam- 
ily, when seen separately and before there 
Was a possible chance for consultation, 
confirmed what he had said, not only 
about his sickness, but they were aljso sure he 

ever carried a pistol. Angermeier worked for 

r. Crawford for four years. Nearly every one 
in the neighborhood knew him, at :east by sight. 
He could not pass through the streets there un- 
noticed, especially since quitting Mr Crawford's 
employ. Neither officiai nor other inquiry dis- 
closed anything yesterday, however, to sustain 
the suspicion that he may have been armed in 
that vicinity at any time. 

‘The worst thing that could be said against 
him was that he had been seen In liquor several 
times since January, when he left Mr. Crawford, 
and that when in such condition he may have 
betrayed, by too free use of his tongue, more 
disappointment over the loss of his place than 
he would acknowledge jn sober moments, A 
bartender at Hudson ana Greenwich streets said 
Angermeier came into his place two weeks ago 
Friday the worse for liquor, and that he had no- 
ticed frequent signs of late that he had 
been drinking. Rudolph Weber, who says 
Angermeier has associated with him 
more than with anv one else in the 
neighborhood, admitted that Angermeier 
drank more or less, but denies that he ever let 
liguor get the better of him. Mr. Crawford 
traced the trouble in which Angermeier finds 
himself to drinking and bragging, neither of 
which he did when at work. Mr. Crawford is 
positive in his belief, however, that nothing 
could have led the young man to thiscrime. It 
was with this belief that he advised him yesterday 
to make a clean breast of all his misdeeds for the 
past three months; if he drank and made threats 
to admit it, saying tnat everything would surely 
come out, and the more he withheld the harder 
it would be for him to clear himeelf, 

Inspector Byrnes, who took personal charge of 
detective work in the case yesterday, was spe- 
cially industrious in following Angermeier's 
conduct since he left Mr. Crawford, with the 
view of cailing the prisoner to account for every 
indiscreet expression about the lossof his place, 
in whatever condition. He and his men failed 
to find, up to last night, apart from the opin- 
ions of Mrs. Hands, anything to show that the 

oung man was malicious tothe extent of vio- 
ence, or had tried to appear so. 

Augermeier’s denial that he had been in the 
neighborhood since Wednesday also withstood 
attempts to refute it. He spent part of the 
afternoon in the neighborhood and in the even- 
ing called on Miss Annie Fields, of No. 48 Beach- 
street. Miss Fields isa school teacher, and he is 
engaged to be married to her. She said yester- 
day that she had not seen him since Wednesday, 
nor could diligent inquiry among his friends 
thereabouts find any one who had. Mr. Heine, a 
butcher, rode in the car with him from Beach 
to Twenty-third street on Wednesday night. 
He said he rarely missed = Angermeier 
when he was in that neighborhood. 

Angermeier quit work at Crawford's about 
Jan. 13. Weber says that for a year before 
that he wanted to leave, because he attributed 
his indifferent health to the air of the neighbor- 
hood. He was outof work until Feb. 21, when 
he went into a drug store at Greenpoint, re- 
maining there until May 15. His mother said he 
left there because he wanted to get a place 
nearer his sweetheart, as he expected to be mar- 
ried in September. He had lately been answer- 
fing advertisements to get another place. His 
brother-in-law said he was to call on a Brooklyn 
druggist yesterday. It was while he was idle, 
for a month in cold weather and since May 15, 
that he was most often seen drinking in the 
neighborhood where be was known. 

A knife was found by boys at the corner of 
Hudson and Franklin streets on Sunday evening. 
They sold it toa junkman, from whom the po- 
lice recovered it. It was a bone-handled table 
knite, which had been ground to about half its 
original size. There was a rusty point to it, 
which looked likea blood stain until it was 

closely examined. A watchman, who said he 
faw a man whom he could indentify in a wagon 
near the drug store at 1 o’clock Sunday morn- 
ing, was ordered to report at the Leonard-street 
station last night to see if he could pick out the 
man from a group, of whom Angermeier was to 
beone. Early in the evening Inspector Byrnes 
decided that this proceeding might as well be 
deferred. 

There were no new developments last night. 
The detectives were mysterious and had an air 
of being busy, but they employed themselves in 
Joungeing about the neighborhood of the drug 

store in the hope of catching a clue. Inspector 
Byrnes’s theory from the time he saw the body 
and the room in which the murder occurred was 
that it was the work of one man and not neces- 
sarily that of arough character. He thought if 
it had been done by aman bent on simple rob- 
bery he would have been content to stun Hands 
and then getaway. There is no organized gang 
of roughs in the neighborhood, although there 
are many hard characters and robberies are not 
uncommon. But violence has rarely gone be- 
yond a knock down. Therefore, considering the 
shocking butchery of the crime, he was quite 
ready to assign revenge on the victim rather 
than robbery as the motive of the assailant. 
Hands’s domestic relations were of the happiest, 
This fact, with the further one that no one, ex- 
cept Angermeier, was ever suspected of bearing 
him 1/1 will, are the strongest grounds on which 
the prisoner is held.

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WANTING INFORMATION ABOUT 
CERTAIN PREFERRED STOCK. 

THE HISTORY DETAILED IN THE SUIT OF THE 

CHICAGO, ST. PAUL, MINNEAPOLIS AND 
OMAHA ROAD AGAINST H. H. PORTER. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 1.—The bill of 
complaint in the case of the Chicago, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Omaha Railway Company 
against Henry H. Porter was filed in the United 
States Circuit Court this forenoon. The bill 
states thnt at allthe times hereinafter referred 
to the defendant, Porter, was the President and 
a Director of the Chicago, St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis Railway Company, in the affairs of which 
he exerted a controlling influence. The capital 
stock of the latter company was $5,000,000, di- 
vided into 10,000 shares of preferred and 40,000 
shares of common stock. On Sept. 23, 1878, 
there had been lawfully issued 2,090 shares 
of preferred stock, representing the sum of 
$209,000; leaving 7,910 shares to be subscribed for. 
The complainant alleged that in September, 
1878, the defendant, without right or authority, 
and in breach of his trust and duty, issued 6,980 
shares of the preferred stock of the company as 
follows: To himself, 4,573 shares; to Roswell P. 
Flower, 523% shares; to David Dows, 698 shares; 
to Emma A. Schley, 52344 shares, and to P. L. 
Cable and Abraham Baylis, each 349 shares. Tne 
certificates for the shares were signed by the 
officers of the company and appropriated by the 
persons receiving them to their own use. 

On May 5, 1880, the Chicago, St. Pau! and Min- 
neapolis and the Norhtern Wisconsin, of which 
Porter was also President and a Director, be- 
came consolidated, the complaint states, Porter 
himself taking an active part in effecting such 
consolidation, and the two roads have since 
been known as the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapo- 
lis and Omaha Railway. By the articles of con- 
solidation it was provided that the holders of 
preferred stock of the Chicago, St. Paul and 
Minneapolis should receive one and one-third 
preferred shares of stock in the new company 
for eacb share held in the other one, ani this 
trade was effected immediately after the consoli- 
dation, when 9,3063% shares of  preferrred 
stock in the plaintiff company were ex- 
changed for the 6,980 shares of the 
other company, Which was the stock alleged 
to have been unlawfully issued by Porter. Sev- 
enteen dividends ot $1 75 each have been paid on 
‘every one of the 9,306% shares. The par value of 
this stock, together with the dividends that have 
been paid, amounts to $1,207,583 48. The com- 
plainant states that the defendant claims that 
the 6,980 shares of stock in the Chicago, St. Paul 
and Minneapolis Company were issued by him to 
the persons named as compensation for loans 
they had made to the West Wisconsin Railway 
Company, one D. A. Baldwin having held the 
preferred stock of the latter company, amount- 
ing to $1,000,000, and transferred it to the defend- 
ant, and the Chicago, St. Paul and Minneapolis 
Railway having succeeded the West Wisconsin 
Railway, the stock that had been held by Bald- 
win became a claim against the former company, 
which claim was satisfied by the issuance of the 
6,980 shares of stock out of which this contro- 
versy has arisen. This claim is denied by the 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha Com- 
pany, which asks the court to compel Porter to 
explain the whole affair. 


RAILROADS IN THE NORTHWEST. 

Disturbing influences are still at work 
among the railroads of the Northwest. The 
Dubuque and Northwestern Railroad, projected 
to run from Dubuque, Iowa, to a connection on 
the Minnesota State line near Mona with the 
Minnesota and Northwestern for St. Paul, is as- 
suming tangible form. The town of Dubuque 
voted $300,000 to the new road, and $105,000 has 
already been collected out of $160,000, which, it 
was stipulated, shoulda be raised before July 1. 
An outlet to the east is being secured by the en- 


gineers of the new road by running lines from 
the station grounds in Dubuque to the Illinois 
Central Railroad .Companoy’s bridge over the 
Mississippi. The new line parallels the Dubuque 
and Sioux City, and the Cedar Falls and Minne- 
sota Railroads, which form the Iowa Division of 
the Illinois Central.

THE HOSTILE INDIANS. 

é ire i 
TROOPS IN PURSUIT, BUT THE OUTLOOK A 
BAD ONE. 

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Gen. Schofield to- 
day telegraphed to the War Department the fol- 
lowing dispatch, dated Fort Bayard yesterday, 
from Gen. Crook, commanding the Department 
of Arizona: 

“ Hight partes of troops are scouting after the 
Indians. he outlook is very bad, and the troubles 
will be exceedingly difficult to suppress.” 

It is learned at the War Department that be- 
tween 16 and 20 comp. iies, containing about 
1,200 men, are in the fieldin pursuit of the In- 
dians. The commanding officers are authorized 
to telegraph for additional forces if necessary. 


Troops can be sent from posts in Kansas and 
Colorado to Arizona in two days’ time. 

Col. Volkmar, of the Adjutant-General’s office, 
on duty in Washington, has been in several In- 
dian campaignsin Arizona. Speaking to-day of 
the difficulties to be encountered in the present 
trouble he said: “The country in which 
the Indians are situatea is nothing but 
mountains. he Indians separate themselves 
into small bands, and in bare feet climb the nar- 
row paths leading up the sides. They never 
ride. Parties ascending these paths must go in 
single file. The Indians, having secreted them- 
selves in the ledges,can prevent any enemy from 
reaching them from below. They are generally 
scattered and hidden on the mountain side, and 
itisas difficultto find them as it is to get at 
them after they are discovered.” 

Inatelegram tothe Adjutant-General, dated 
San Francisco, May 28, Maior-Gen. Pope thus 
describes the movements of the troops now pur- 
suing Geronimo and bis band in New-Mexico: 

“The commanding General Vepartment of Arizona 
telegraphs that Lieut. Davis, with scouts, was, on the 
26th inst.,55 miles northwest of Silver City, New- 
Mexico. trailing the hostile Indians, who were moving 
inthe Black Range toward Fort Bayard, near which 
they would probably pass onthe 28th. Gen. Crook has 
asked and received authority from me to goto Fort 
Buyard, where he can best direct the movements of 
his own troops along the western line of New-Mexico. 
I have authorized him to go to whatever point he 
could be of most cervice in operating against the hos- 
tile Indians. He has probably left for Fort Bayard. 
If the sanction of the War Department to the author. 
ity sent Gen. Crook be needed I ask that it be given.” 

Commissioner Atkins to-day received the fol- 
lowing dispatch from the Mescalero Indian 
Agency, dated May 31: 

“The hostile Indians are reported within 26 miles 
west of here, heading this way. Three troops of cav- 
alry under Major Van Horn started yesterday to inter- 
ceptthem. Forty Mescalero scouts accompanied the 
troops at the request of Major Van Horn. Agent 
Llewellyn also lett with the troops. The Mescaleros 
and Jicarillos are all quiet and there is no fear of their 
joining the hostile bands.” 


FOUND ON BROAD MOUNTAIN. 


THE SUPPOSED BODY OF A PROMINENT 
RESIDENT OF SHENANDOAH. 

SHENANDOAH, Penn., June 1—At noon 
to-day, while several gentlemen from Mahanoy 
City were crossing the Broad Mountain midway 
between Delana and Mahanoy City, they stum- 
bled overa human body. The body presented 
a terrible sight and the stench was unbearable. 
It was covered with blue pantaloons and black 
vest and coat, and a soft felt hat and an old 
handkerchief were lying close by. 

The body was taken to Mahanoy City for iden- 
tification. In one of the cout pockets were 
found some envelopes containing powders and 
stamped with the name of Dr. Kistler, a promi- 
nent physician of Sbenandoah. The doctor was 
telegraphed for and soon arrived in company 
with a detective. After a careful examination it 
was decided that the body waa that of William 
Chapman, one of the leading citizens of Shenan- 
doah, and for more than 20 years section boss in 
the service of the Philadeiphia and Reading 
Railroad Company, who had been missing for 
over three months. Miss Chapman, daughter of 
the missing man, was unable to look at the body 
long enough to form an opinion, but she believes 
the clothing 1s identical with that her father 
wore when he left home. Others, however, think 
itis the body of &. H. Kiine, a prominent lime 
merchant of this town, who mysteriously disap- 
peared from home one year ago. 

Last September a son of Mr. Chapman was 
thrown from a wagon on the Ringtown Mount- 
ain by a well known livery man, and in the fail 
Chapman broke his leg. Suit was brought 
against, the livery man for damages, but the 
costs were equally divided between the plaintiff 
and the defendant. Chapman was unable to pay 
his share of the costs, for which he was sent to 
prison for three weeks. This, it is supposed, 
a upon his mind, and after his liberation he 
eft for home, but never reached there. He was 
52 years of age.

TWO SWINDLERS PUNISHED. 





THE BRIDGEWATER BOGUS TRADE OPER- 
ATORS SENT TO PRISON. 
Hartrorp, June 1.—Charles B. Thomp- 
son, one of the Bridgewater bogus trade oper- 
ators who swindled many New-York merchants 
and others, pleaded guilty on two complaints 
last week and was remanded to jail. This after- 
noon, in the United States court, Henry L. 
Willis, one of the partners in the scheme, plead- 


ed guilty to one indictment. Judge Shipman 
sentenced the former to the State prison for two 
and a half years and the latter to 18 months’ im- 
prisonment and to pay a fine of $500. 

Jonn W, Richmond, a young fellow who was 
evidently a tool of these men, and was em- 
ployed to write orders for goods, was released at 
the request of the Government counsel because 
valuable information had been obtained trom 
him. He has gone to rejoin the Salvation Army, 
in which he is a Lieutenant. 

One of the disagreeable features of the case is 
that the swindlers have apparently been well 
known for at least two years in the western 
part of the State, and have received encourage- 
ment to obtain goods under false pretenses by 
the intrigues of local merchants to buy of them 
at very low prices. It is said that some of the 
New-Milford merchants bave by their dealings 
been able to sell certain classes of goods so much 
under regular market prices that they tave at- 
tracted purchasers from a distance of 15 or 20 
miles in all directions.

BAPTIST MISSIONARY WORK. 
Saratoca, N. Y., June 1.—The seventy- 
first annual meeting of the Baptist Missionary 
Union was held here to-day. Dr. Edward Jud- 
son opened the session by delivering a mission- 
ary address. Dr. A. G. Lawson read a report 
which showed that 8 missionaries have re- 
ceived appointments, 23 have sailed for their 


fields of labor, and 8 bave died. The treasury 
received $395,699 45 from the appropriations, and 
the expenditures were $446,315 21, leaving a 
deficit of $50,615 76. The donations from 
churches increased $11,500 87 over the preced- 
ing year. The legacies were M less, 
and the appropriation was $60,000 more. 
Burmah bas 103 missionaries, 522 native preach- 
ers, 485 churches, and 25,607 members. Assam 
has 19 missionaries, 29 native preachers, 30 
churches, and 1,731 members. The Telugu mis- 
sion has 40 missionaries, 154 native preachers, 42 
churches, and 26,896 members. China has 27 mis- 
sionaries, 58 native preachers, 17 churches, and 
1,411 members. Japun has 17 missionaries, 25 
native preachers, 7 churches, and 367 members. 
In the Congo country there are 8 stations, 23 
missionaries, and a missionary steamer. Work 
there has just begun. The European missions 
have 929 preachers and 572 churches, with 61,550 
members. The number baptized was 6,776. All 
the otner missions have together 208 mission- 
aries, 25 evangelists, 1.720 preachers, 1,160 
churches, and 117,491 members, 





PHILOSOPHY AS AN AID TO RELIGION. 

According to the Rev. D. T. Phillips, 
who read an essay before the Baptist Pastors 
yesterday morning, the effect of philosophy on 
religion was beneficial in the way that fire was 
when applied to separate the dross from the 


gold. Philosophy cleared from religious minds 
the borribie belief that unbaptized children were 
destined to eternal punishment. It next wiped 
out of men’s minds the picture of a physical hell, 
but no Christian doubted the certainty of future 
retribution. The theory of evolution was not, in 
the speaker’s opinion, important. No matter 
from what man came, it was certain that now he 
was a son of God. Mr. Phillips was positive 
that all the true Christians were not members of 
the church, just as surely as that all members of 
the church were not Christians.

THE.NEW-YORKS BEAT THE. PHIL- 

ADELPHIAS 8 TO 2. 

LAWYER WARD’S SCIENTIFIC BATTING DOES 
IT—NEARLY 10,000 PERSONS PRESENT 
—BROKERS WAVING NEW BROOMS, 

PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—The much- 
talked of game of baseball between the New- 

York and Philadelphia League Clubs was played 

at Recreation Park to-day. This contest has ex- 

cited great interest and for two hours before 
the grand stand was opened a large number of 
persons formed in line and clamored for a@wis- 
sion. From the time the turnstiles began to 
click there was a steady stream of persons 
pouring into the inclosure, and when the 
game was called the ticket sellers stopped 
their work and over a thousand anx- 
jous persons were turned away. Every seat 
was taken and all the available space outside of 
the playing lines was occupied by an excited 
multitude. Long benches were placed outside 
of the foul lines, but these were inadequate. 


The roof of the clubhouse in the right field was 
filled, and hundreds of persons sat on the grass 
aud watched the game with anxious eyes. There 
were 9,082 people within the inclosure, the 
largest assemblage that has ever congregated in 
Recreation Park. 

Among the persons who occupied seats on the 
rand stand were many who can be seen on the 
olo Grounds in New-York nearly every day. 
A large delegation of followers of the 
game in the metropolis were in attendance. 
They were very enthusiastic, and every 
play of note made by the visitors 
was heartily applauded. Prominent among the 
New-York delegation, which occupied the front 
row of seats, wus a company of brokers and 
merchants, who chartered a special car and lett 
that city on the 11 A. M. train. * This looks like 
New-York,” said Lawyer Ward, the Captain of 
the New-Yorks, addressing Esterbrook, after 
ourvering the many familiar faces. ** If I wasn’t 
sure that I am in pcan mee ae I would believe 
that I wa3 on the volo Grounds, One thing is 
certain, Tommy, we will not have the whole 
crowd against us.” 

The New-Yorks went to bat, After O’Rourke 
was retired at first, Connor hit a ball past the 

itcher likearifie shot and gained his base. 

Swing followed the example set by the gigantic 
first baseman and drove the sphere. to the right 
field, Connor made his third base on the Rit 
and scored on an error by Manning, 

fielded the ball badly tothird. Ewing reached 
third base on this bad throw, and scored on a hit 
by Gillespie. Ward and Esterbrook, the next 
two strikers, were retired at first base, leaving 
Gillespie on second. The Philadelphias, who 
have gained a record for being heavy hitters, 
were retired in one-two-three order, and there 
was an enthusiastic outburst of applause on the 
part of the New-York people present. In the 
second inning, after safely retiring the New- 
Yorks, the local piazete wentto the bat. Mulvey 
made a two-base hit, and crossed the plate by 
Myers hitting the ball out of the reach of New- 
York's crack players. This gave the local 
patrons a chance to cheer the home team, and 
they did so with a will. 

The hearts of the Philadeiphia enthusiasts 
were gladdened in the third inning. Manning, 
who received his base on called bails, was allowed 
to reach third base on a wild pitch by Welch. 
He afterward tallied by Bastian knocking the 
ball into the field for two bases. This ‘ tied” 
thescore. From this stage every point of the 
game was watched with anxious eyes. In the 
fifth inning the Philadelphians began to grow 
fearful, so skillful was the playing on 
the part of the visiting team. They resorted to 
“ticking” tactics. Every close decision made 
by the umpire was hissed, and that official was 
the recipient of unlimited abuse. 

**Look at Welch's foot, Mr. Decker,” said 
Frank Moran, the well-known minstrel, calling 
the umpire’s attention to the new pitching 
rules. The umpire paid no attention to his sug« 
gestion, and Moran continued, gesticulating his 
cane wildly: **You must be blinder than Cool 
Burgess.” 

An opportunity was given the New-Yorkers 
present to cheer their favorites in the sixth in- 
ning, Ewing madea base hit,andjthen stole down 
to second. Gillespie was fielded out at first, 
allowing New-York’s catcher to go to third. 
Ward, the next batter, stood waiting 
for a good ball, All eyes were 
riveted on him. He placed one onthe ground, 
rolling slowly to the second baseman. and al- 
lowed Ewing to come home. Even the most 
prejudiced person on the ground was forced to 
pees this clever piece of batting, and Harry 

right remarked: ‘ That’s scientific batting, 
scientific batting, and scientific batting is going 
to win this same,” 

His assertion eeeen, correct, as this run 
finally won the game, In the last three mes 
neither side sent a man around the circuit of the 
bases, and the game was won by the New-Yorks 
by the close figures of 8 to 2. 

After the game the members of the New-York 
Club and the delegation from the metropolis 
rode to the Columbia-avenue railway station in 
omnibuses. They brandished new brooms from 
the wirdows and were followed down the 
avenue by an excited throng, who watched the 
manifestations of joy and smiled derisively at 
the victors.

WHEAT CROP PROSPECTS. 


A HEAVY FALLING OFF IN THIS YEAR’S:PRO- 
DUCTION. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 1.—S. W. Tall- 
madge has prepared his first preliminary esti- 
mate for the season, by States, of the probable 
yield of wheat inthe United States for 1885. The 
figures are made up by States and Territories 
with the assistance of the State Agricultural 
Departments, statistical agents,and other au- 
thorities, and are stated to be based upon the 
actual acreage sown and the present condition 
of the growing crop. The estimate shows the 
probable yield of Winter wheat to be 231,000,000 
bushels and of Spring wheat 180,000,000 bushels, a 
totalof Winterand Spring wheat of 361,000,000 
bushels, 

The United States Department of Agriculture 
officially reports the crop of 1884 to have been: 
Winter wheat, 870,000,000 bushels, and Sprin 
. wheat, 143,000,000 bushels—a total of Winter an 
Spring of 513,000,000 bushels, According to these 
figures the crop of 1885 as compared with that of 
1884 will show a shortage in Winter wheat of 
139,000,000 bushels and in Spring wheat 13,000,000, 
making a total shortage of 152,000,0U0 bushels. 
The average wheat yield of the United States 
for five years past was 461,000,000 bushels. The 
estimate shows a shortage compared with the 
average five years of 100,000,000 bushels. The 
following isa table of the estimated probable 
yield by States and Territories:

ARRIVAL OF THE SUPPOSED: PIRATE CAPT- 
URED BY THE ALLIANCE. 

The brigantine Ambrose Light, formerly 
of Philadelphia, which was captured a few 
weeks ago by the American man-of-war Alli+ 
ance and taken into Aspinwall, arrived at Quar~ 
antine late last evening under the command of 
Lieut, Fisher Wright and a prize crew. When 
first seen by the Alliance the Ambrose 


Light was cruising along the Colombian 
coast in a very suspicious manner, The 
Alliance ran down toward her and she displaved 
Haytian colors, but she soon hauled down these 
and ran up the Colombian flag. Boats were 
lowered by the Alliance, under the command of 
Lieut. Wright, and the brigantine was .boarded. 
The people on the latter appeared at first 
disposed to resist, but a shot fired across the ves- 
sels’s bow by the Alliance brought them to terms. 
On the deck was an old 60-pounder Spanish 
gun. Below the decks were found 60 armed 
men, who surrendered themselves. Lieut. 
Wright asked the officers to give an account of 
themselves. One of them claimed that the 
brigantine’ had been sold by her Captain and 
regularly transferred in some port, the name of 
which he could not give. Another claimed that 
the Ambrose Light had been chartered to con- 
vey troops from one port to another and was 4 
legitimate transport. The only document 
found on board relating to the brig’s nationality 
was an American register, which had been torn 
or cut in two and both parts of which remained 
on board. This is contrary to the custom 
ina case where an American vessel is legally 
disposed of to people who fly a foreign flag. The 
suspicious manner in which the brigantine had 
acted, and the more than suspicious manner in 
which she was fitted up, left do doubt in the 
mind of the commander of the Alliance 
but that she was bound on some 
illegal errand. But whether she was fitted 
out as an eee ng vessel merely or as a pirate 
it was impossible for him to decide. The prize 
was taken into Aspinwall, and the crew and the 
armed men were handed over to the authorities. 
The brigantine left Aspinwall on May 12. The 
prize is an old vessel, having been originally built 
at Waldoborough, Me., in 1857. She was rebuilt 
in 1878, and measures 215 tons.

Congregational Ministerial Union, at the Bible 
House, yesterday, a remarkably large increase of 
membership was reported forthe month—three 
times the usual number for the same period, 
The feature of the meeting was: paper on the 
revised Old Testament by Dr. E. P. Ingersoll, of 
Brooklyn, and the discussion which followed it, 
showing that the Congregational clergymen 
were generally pleased with the work. Dr. Ed- 
ward Beecher, of Brooklyn, said that in some in- 
stances the committee had substituted words for 
old and familiar expressions without changing 


the meaning or improving the sense of the pas« 
sages. 

At the annual meeting of the Home Mission- 
ary Society of the Congregational Churches, to 
begin its session in Saratoga to-day, the tollow- 
ing facts will be presented from the American 
Congregational Union: From 1,401 churches in 
87 States fhe Treasurer has received $105,798 33, 
which is $12,000 more than the * cash” receipts 
of last year and more than double what they 
were three years ago. The number of churches 
is Jarger than it was last year, 50 of those in- 
cluded in the previous report having been 
“brought over” by trust mortgages into last 
year’ssummary. Gifts through the Congrega- 
tional Union to particular churches have 
been nearly double those of last year. The 
Secretary says that not since the early 
days of the society has the outlook for 
the union been more encouraging. The business 
depression of the East and the interior has been 
little more thana hint of the hard times ex- 
perienced among the frontier churches, where 
in many places it has been impossible to raise 
money for religious or any other general pur- 
pose. New-York gave most. The Broadway 
Tabernacle contributed $5,000; the Church of the 
Pilgrims in Brooklyn, $3,145; the Clinton-Avenue 
Church in Brooklyn, $2,000. The total amount 
contributed by the State of New-York is abbut 

12,000. Massachusetts gave $6,000—more than 
half of which came trom Boston. Connecticut 
gave $3,850. Notwithstanding the favorable re- 
port, the union asks for more money, and p 
behalf of the National Council calls for $200, 
for 1886 with which to push forward home mis- 
s:onary work in the United States. During the 
last three years 498 new Congregational churches 
have been organized, 255 churches dropped, 
making a net gain of 243. The reason for ** drop- 
ping. so many churches is the want of church 
buildings on the frontier. It is estimated that 
there are 542 Congregational societies without 
houses of worship. Grants amounting to $37,025 
have been voted to 81 churches in 23 States and 
Territories. Other grants, amounting to $71,361, 
have been paid to 91 churches in 25 States and 
Territories. Loans amounting to $8,350 have 
been voted to 29 churches for erecting or pur- 
chasing parsofiages. On completion of parson- 
ages 19 churches have received $6,845,

Mr. Thurber said he had 
come to testify to his appreviation of a square 
and honest legislator. e spoke very earnestly 
against the monopolistic tendencies with which 
the legislators at Albany have to contend, and 
said that the age was producing hundreds of 
millionaires and tramps. Mr. Thurber referred at 
considerable length to the Gas bill, and said 
that, by evidence which would hang a man, it 
was defeated by the corrupt use of money. 
William H. he i wee an engineer, said that he 
been delegated by bodies of engineers to thank 
Mr. Reilly for his efforts to repeal the jaw taxing 
them for licenses to do their work.

She had been there ever 
since, and was noisy and offensive if asked 
to find another abode. Mr. and Mrs. Goetz had 
been unabie to ascertain their visitor's name or 
identify her with any of the orders of the sisters, 
although they had tried to do so at the House 
of the Good Shepherd and at Father Blumen- 
thal's church in Yorkville. The prisoner had 
gone out on several occasions and returned with 
money, as if she had been out collecting it from 
charitable people.

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AFFAIRS AT THE CAPITAL 
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HOW AN AMERICAN VESSEL WAS 
DESTROYED BY THE COREANS, 
LIEUCT. FOULK UNEARTHS THE STORY OF 
THE BURNING OF THE SCHOONER SHER- 

MAN MANY YEARS AGO. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—Lieut. George C, 


Foulk, of the navy, under date of Seoul, Corea, 
March 29, has sent to the Navy Department an 
account of the destruction of the American 
scnooner Sherman and the beheading of a por- 
tion of her crew on the coast of Corea in 1866. 
The narrative was prepared from accounts ob- 


tained from a Corean Christian of good stand- 
ing, and is now made public for the first time. 


“The Sherman,” Lieut. Foulk says, “arrived 
in the Felong River in August, and anchored a 
short distance below Phyong Yang City, the capi- 
tai of Phyong An Do, the Northwestern Prov- 
ince of Corea. It was then the time of the mid- 


summer heavy rain, which occurs annually. Dur- 

ing this season the rain falls almost incessantly 
. for 10 or li days. The lowlands are flooded, and 

the river rises many feet. The Sherman was seen 
from the walis of Phyong Yang, and was the 
cause of much excitement, but on account of the 
dangerous condition of the river, which was then 
very high, no boat ventured near her forsome 
time. When the water began to subside, the Pro- 
vincial Governor sent officers to inquire her mis- 
sion. The common people took advantage of the 
ceparture of these officers for the Sherman to 
gratify their own curiosity and went with them 

the whole party being in a large fleet of small 
boats, which put out from the shore together. 

The Sherman's people, not understanding the ob- 

ject of the approaching expedition, considered 

the movement as a hostile demonstration and 
fired several shots in the air. The officers, ac- 
companied by all the other people, at once 
turned back and returned to thecity. The river 
fell rapidly after this, and in a few days the 

Sherman went aground. Efforts to get her 

afloat were unsuccessful, and she careened over, 

This was seen from the city walls, and again the 

people became greatly excited. Another fleet 

of boatscame toward the schooner, this time 
with hostile intent, the people being armed. Shots 
were again fired from the Sherman, and the 

Cofeans turned back as before. 

“ Both officers and people were now enraged, 
and an attempt was made to destroy the vessel, 
which was successful. Boats were loaded with 
combustible material and taken to points above 
the schooner’s anchorage. Here they were fired 
and allowed to drift down upon her. The Sher- 
man was soon in flames. Her people jumped 
overboard to save themselves, but most of them 
were drowned. A few had been picked up by 
Corean boats which had put out after them. 
Among these was a Huropean, who was able to 

- communicate with the officials. The prisoners 
were taken before the Kamsa and examined. 
They told the object of the Sherman's coming, 
ana tried to explain why a white flag had been 
waved on board of her on the approach of the 
fire boats. They askedjthat they be taken to 
China and surrendered there. All efforts to 
gave themselves were useless, however, and in a 
few days they were led out of prison and be- 
headed.” 

Up to 1870 the United States Government 
sowla learn nothing of the Sherman's destruc- 
tion. In that year Rear-Admiral John Rodgers, 
in command of the Asiatic station, was ordered 
to investigate her loss. Commodore Schiey, of 
Greely relief fame, was at the time connected 
with the station as Lieutenant-Commander, 
Referring to the expedition to-day he said: 
“The Asiatic squadron went to the Yellow Sea 
and to the mouth of the Sale River, our object 
being to learn, if possible, something of the 
Sherman's loss. In order to ascend the river we 
obtained permission from the Corean officials to 
make a survey of it. The squadron ascended 
the river tor some distance. The Palos and 
Monocacy continued further. The two 
vessels were fired upon from the Corean 
fortifications and returned to the other 
vessels of the squadron. Admiral Rodgers 
sent a message to the Corean Officials 
giving them 10 days in which they might make 
an explanation for firing on the American ves- 
sel. No attention was given to the communica- 
tion, and at the expiration of the 10 days the 
Admiral determined to secure an explanation by 
force. We landed 1,000 men and attacked the 
fortifications. The result was that nearly 700 
Coreans were killed and about 150 taken prison- 
ers. We lost about 25 or 30. The explanation 
afterward given for firing on our vessels was 
that the Coreans never allowed a foreign vessel 
to go up the river without. firing on it. Our in- 
vestigation of the Sherman's destruction_ was 
terminated because of the fight with the Core- 
an ”

Commodore Schley attributes to this fight the 
making of the Corean treaty with the United 
States about two years agu. 

Lieut. Foulk is one of the few foreigners who 
speak the Corean language. He accompanied 
the Corean embassy to this country two years 
ego, and returned with it.

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The movement of 
troops from the Washington Barracks began last nicht. 
Battery H, Capt. Wilson and Lieut. Crawford, and 
Battery B, Capt. Grugan and Lieut. Lewis, left Wash- 
ington by the Baltimore and Ohio Road for their new 
Station at Barrancas, Fla. Battery C, Major Graves 
and Lieut. Eastman, and Battery D, Capt. Howell and 
Lieuts. Scantling, Roberts, and Hawthorne, will leave 
to-night by the same route for their station at Mount 
Vernon, Ala. This will leave only one battery at the 
barracks—Light Battery A, Capt. Hamilton and Lieuts. 
Richmond and Richards — which will remain 
until relieved by the first detachment of the 
Taird Artillery. Light Battery A will then depart 
for Little Rock, Ark. It is reported that a detachment 
of the Third Artillery, will arrive to-morrow night. 
Gen, Ayres, the commandant of the barracks, with his 
staff and band. will start to-morrow morning by the 
Atlantic coast line for St. Augustine, Kla., where the 
Second Artillery will have its regimental headquarters. 
Gen. Ayres will have two batteries from Fort McHen- 
ry to garrison the post. Major Throckmorton, who 
goes to Jackson Barracks, New-Orleans, will also have 
as a garrison two of the batteries from Fort McHenry. 
The new garrison sat the Washington Barracks 
ef the Third Ar- 
a ibson commanding. 

batteries to be stationed here are Light 
Battery C, Capt. Warner, and Batteries K, Capt. Smith; 
A, Capt. Chester; L, Capt. Hess; E. Capt. Burbank, 
and H, Capt. Mount. The batteries which leave take 
with them their muskets and small arms, leaving their 
large guns and horses here. A number of the officers 
have resided here for several years and have had their 
families with them. Among the officers and men at 
the barracks the journey to the far South at this season 
is rather distasteful, but asthey are soldiers and bound 
to obey orders no very loud complaints are heard. At 
the barracks to-day wagons were being loaded with 
furniture and camp equipage and dispatchea to the 
depot. Officers and men alike were preparing for their 
change of station. 

The Court of Claims to-day decided the case of Cadet 
Engineer Perkins, who sued the United States for 
salary for the months of July and August, 1883. This

avy {Chandler} had the authority under the act of 
Aug. 5, 1882, or under any other law, to dismiss a 
cadet engineer from the service.

Within the past few days, a $1,000 clerkship in 
the Pension Bureau having become vacant, Secretary 


Lamar sent a requisition to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion for the certification of a person to fill the 
position, in which he requested that the commis- 
sion certify to the department the name of a 
female clerk from Dakota, he having found 
that that ‘Territory had no_ representation in 
the bureau. A reply was prepared to-day by the com- 
mission. In it the commission decline to make the oer-

‘The Union Pacitic Kailroad case, which was decided 
to-day, was a claim brought by the railroad company 
to recover for the transportation of mails and for other 
service r-ndered the Government, to which the Gov- 
ernment filed offsets for 5 per cent. to be paid into the 
Treasury under the act of 1862, ard 25 per cent. under 
the Thurmanact. ‘ihe court round the facts and 
reached a conclusion upon the law last February, and 
an opinion was then read by thé Chief-Justice. It was 
then ordered by the court that computations be made 
in accordance with the opinion, and experts have since 
then been at work upon the matter. The computation 
is now complete, showing that the railroad is indebted 
to the Government in something over one and a quar- 
nn dollars. Judgment will be entered accord- 
ney. 

A. F. Howard, Collector of Customs at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., haS tendered his resignation to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. In his letter he says he has 
held the office since Dec. 24, 1873, during which time 
he has endeavored faithfully to discharge its duties. 
He then adds: “I have also during ail that time been a 
zealous member of the Kepublican Party, and in every 
way possible contributed to its success.

move. In my judgment, the hungry and thirsty (to 
use a commsn phrase) should no longe* be deprived of 
the fruits of their victory. I therefore quit and de- 
liver up the office which I have held for nearly 12 
years.” Alpheus A. Hanscom was appointed to take 
the office vacated by Mr. Howard.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, June 1.—The leading produce mar- 
kets were quite active to-day, and again took alower 
range of prices. Fine weather and absence of demand 
from outside were the principal reasons for the weak- 
ness, a8 On more than one day of last week. The 
early feeling was, however, the most depressed, as 
there was less stuff on the markets than had been gen- 
erally expected. The deliveries of the morning on 
June contracts were light in the aggregate, being al- 
most nothing in Corn, not large in Wheat, and only 
moderately free in Hog products. This gave 
more confidence and buying enough to stiffen prices 
in most departments, but it all disappeared later, the 
closing tone being quite weak, with prices about, the 
lowest of the day. Provisions were quiet, with few 
new features. A fair quantity of stuff went around 
dDerore trading began, but mostof it landed in strong 


hands, and Hogs were quoted 10¢. higher at the stock 
yards, while the trade seemedto be generaliy of the 
opinion that as soon as the June stuff was cleared out 
of the way there would be & reaction, as the weakness 
of last week was in large part due to the fear of 
a pressure inthe early part of this week. The offer- 
ings of June Pork were taken by Armour and Cudahy 
on the call and by the latter afterward. ‘The feeling in 
Meats was strong because it was understood that the 
low prices have called outa much better shipping de- 
mand, nearly 50 carloads having been taken within two 
days. The market weakened all round, however, in 
the afternoon, athy with Wheat. 
advanced 173<¢c. 50 for July, 

off to 10 1 the close, 

at 10c. discount and August at 10c. premium. Lard 
sold up 73c., to $6 55 for July, and closed at §6 45 bid, 
with June at 10c. discount and August at 7c. pre- 
mium. Kibs Improved 7i¢c., to $5 $0 for July and 
closed at 85 171¢ bid, with June at 10c.@12Ke. discount 
and August at 10c. premium. The longer futures were 
nearly neglected in each case, but September was 
about 10c. premium over August. 

Flour was very dull and quotably about 5c. ® bbl. 
lower. There was only a light local trade, Wheat was 
unsettled, at lower prices. Our receipts were not so 
large as many had expected, but the exports of last 
week from the seabourd were miserably small, and a 
rather big increase in the visibie supply was looked 
for. It was also said that the movement from 
first hands will be a _ free 
this and the time that farmers have to be- 

in harvest work. ‘The result was a very 

eavy feeling at the outset, but the market opened at 
the put price, which of itself caused a good demand, 
and the consequent change ot tone induced sbarp buy- 
ing to fill local shorts. There was not much doing on 
outside account, but agood many buying orders were 
in hand at 8éc. for July, and some at 864¢c., only part 
of the latter and none of the former being filled. 
About noon the market weakened on the promise of a 
large inspection to-day and gradually became very 
weak, as private cables were “ sick,” and it was rumored 
that a good deal of June Wheat was either on the mar- 
ket or about tocome out. The first part of the rumor 
was not justified by the facts, however it may be with 
the latter portion of it. The most ete thing 
about the market was the little stand made at 86c., and 
it could only be accounted for by supposing that the 
buying orders known to behere in the morning nad 
been withdrawn.

But Nelsor, Dwight Gillett, and other 
local shorts took hold so freely as to cause a decided 
reaction in the feeling, though Love continued to sell 
after others had lost the edge from their appe- 
tites. ‘'he fact that sourcely any Corn went 
round on June contracts heiped to strengthen, but did 
not seem to stimulate too much long buying, never- 
theless the market did not weaken very much when 
Wheat took its afternoontumble. Sample Corn was 
active at about lc. decline, but the offerings were 
largely in excess of the wants of shippers, and a good 
deal,even of the lower grades, was taken to go to 
store.

No impartial person can deny that the 
monthly statements of the United States 
Treasury now issued are far more com- 
plete, instructive, and satisfactory than 
those formerly given. It is, perhaps, an 
excess of caution to continue the ‘‘ recon- 
ciliation,” or comparison of the old and 
new forms of statement, since every one 
who has cared to study it can now readily 
understand exactly what the new form 
conveys In addition to the ordinary 
statemment the Treasury now publishes the 
details, not only of its assets and liabili- 
ties, but of and expend- 
itures, since the opening of the 
fiscal year. Tlie usual statement, 
showing a net reduction for May in the 
outstanding debt of $3,350,833, will be 
found in our Washington dispatches. The 
amount of reduction is obviously not suffi- 
cient to warrant any call for redemption 
of bonds by the Secretary. The total 
smount of gold coin and bullion on hand 
is $244,363,548, against which there have 
been issued $142,924,860 of gold certifi- 
rates, of which the Treasury holds $14,371,- 
B50, leaving the net gold balance $115,810,- 
538. The total amount of silver dollars 
and bullion on hand is $166,342,998, the 
certificates against which are $140,660,- 
976, with $35,575,590 in the Treasury, 
leaving the net silver balance $61,257,812. 
The net note balance is $23,492,109.

The comparative statement of receipts 
and expenditures shows that the former 
have fallen off in the first ten months of 
the current fiscal year $25,801,000, while 
the latter have increased by $17,835,000, 
making a difference to the Treasury of 
a little short of $44,000,000. Of the de- 
erease in revenue nearly $14,000,000 has 
been in customs dues, and nearly 
$9,000,000 in internal revenue dues, 
principally in those on distilled liquors. 
The increase in expenditures has been 
almost wholly in the ‘‘ ordinary,” the 
advance in pensions being about offset by 
the reduction in interest. The figures for 
the month of May, however, show a fall- 
ing off in revenue of only $1,663,000, 
pbout two-thirds of the average monthly 
decline. This occurred in the internal 
revenue, the customs being only $50,000 
less than in May, 1884, and the miscella- 
neous receipts about $300,000 more. In the 
‘expenditures, on the other hand, there is 
p decrease of nearly $3,000,000, of which 
$1,228,000 is in “ ordinary,” $1,440,000 in 
pensions, and $315,000 in interest. 








Those friends of Senator MaHONE who 
assert that the appointments made by the 
President of successors to Federal officers 
in Virginia whose terms have not yet ex- 
pired will not be confirmed by the Senate 
hold an unnecessarily low opinion of the 
sagacity of the Republican majority in 
that body.

fullness thereof to the rare extreme of re- 
fusing to be the usufructuary of spoils to 
which the “hungry and thirsty” have 
won a clear title. Accordingly Mr. How- 
ARD resigns his office and its incidental 
fees and commissions and will remain 
in private life until, as a Republican 
victor, he can enter upon the enjoyment 
of the spoils again. If men will hold to 
the spoils doctrine they should be con- 
sistent, like Mr. Howarp. There are few 
spectacles more unpleasant than that of a 
Republican politician in one and the 
same breath denouncing civil service re- 
form as an invention of persons who 
drink catnip tea and abusing the Admin- 
istration for putting Republicans out and 
Democrats in. 


A very serious charge against Senator 
COGGESHALL, of Oneida County, was in- 
jected into an argument before the Gov- 
ernor yesterday by Dr. Gunn, of the Col- 
lege of Medicine and Surgery of this city. 
It was in substance that the Senator had 
solicited a bribe as a condition for report- 
ing the bill to incorporate the college and 
advocating it on the floor of the Senate. 
Failing to get the money or the prom- 
ise of it, hé opposed the bill in com- 
mittee and in the Senate, The record 
shows that Senator COGGESHALL dissented 
from the favorable report of the commit- 
tee on this bill and exerted himself to de- 
feat it. An investigation of this charge 
by the Senate itself is hardly practicable 
now. While any one bribing or attempt- 
ing to bribe a Senator may be indicted 
and tried therefor and on conviction 
punished, and while a Senator could be 
indicted and tried for accepting a bribe, 
the law does not appear to provide for the 
case of a Senator who solicits a bribe or 
merely offers to take a certain course for 
pay if no bargain is actually made. Mr. 
COGGESHALL, however, seems to owe it to 
himself to clear up this charge so publicly 
and explicitly made. 











The Chamber of Commerce has com- 
mitted asingular infelicity in fixing upon 
the anniversary of the battle of Waterloo 
as the date of a banquet to be given to the 
committee of Frenchmen who are to 
present the city with Bartholdi’s statue 
of Liberty. This, however, is less unfort- 
unate than that the committee is to be 
exposed to the municipal hospitalities as 
dispensed by the Board of Aldermen, and 
taken, under the guidance of that body, 
to see the “‘ institutions.” This is a variety 
of public honor which should be reserved 
for monarchs from the South Pacific. 








The announcement that Mr. R. B. 
Hayes has disposed of the property in 
Omaha which had been put by his tenant 
to the base uses of liquor dealing will be 
received with general relief. The further 
announcement that he has sold it for less 
than its value will be received with gen- 
eralsurprise. The interests of temperance 
would seem to demand that when a good 
man who never buys liquor finds himself 
in the power of a bad man who insists 
upon selling liquor in premises of which 
the good man holds the title he should 
make the bad man pay roundly for his 
wickedness. He would thus be enforc- 
ing, on his own account, a high license 
system. To sell property cheap because 
it is to be used for the sale of liquor is to 
do an injustice to one’s own family in 
order that the buyer may have better 
facilities for making drunkards than his 
competitors who have to pay the full 
value of their saloons. Mr. HaYks should 
not allow himself to be precipitated by 
his horror of the liquor traffic into a 
pecuniary sacrifice which directly en- 
courages that traffic. 


REPUBLICANS AND REFORM. 


The Republican leaders are very proper- 
ly studying the situation with reference 
to the platform on which the party shall 
enter the next campaign in this State, 
which for various reasons they regard as 
of unusual importance. A correspondent 
of the Evening Post, who has been con- 
sulting some of the prominent Republic- 
ans of the State, publishes a letter 
from Mr. A. <A. SwmitH, the Chair- 
man of the St. Lawrence County 
Committee, in which that gentleman 
says the party ‘‘should make issue 
with the Administration on its policy 
of removals of worthy officials, as far as 
it has developed and is promised by the 
Vilas circular, as being in direct antago- 
nism with the principles of administrative 
reform and with the principles on which 
the Administration was given public 
trust. It should make issue also with 
the Administration upon its selection of 
unfit men for office, and also upon its 
policy of preferring for official station 
those who were traitors at the South and 
Copperheads at the North. The party 
should take the most advanced civil serv- 
ice ground.” 

Mr. SMITH’s mind is probably in fairly 
complete sympathy with the minds of 
other active and earnest Republican politi- 
cians. It is not unnatural that it should be 
alittle confused, as these statements show 
it to be, but it is a wholesome sign that it 
is to a very marked extent turned in the 
right direction. Itis perfectly true that 
the Republican Party, if it hopes to suc- 
ceed in this State this Fall, should ‘“ take 
the most advanced civil service ground.” 
In doing so it will very properly criticise 
the mistakes of the Administration. It 
will apply to them the principles 
of ‘advanced civil service reform.” 
Those principles are very simple. They 
are that removals should be made 
only for the improvement of the 
service; that appointments should be 
made only for tested merit; that vacan- 
cies should be filled by promotion where 
men fit for promotion are found in lower 
positions, and that removals, appoint- 
ments, and promotions should not be in- 
fluenced by political considerations. Itis not 
quite true, as Mr. SmiTH implies, that the 
Administration pledged itself beforehand 
to observe these principles, or that they 
are the conditions on which it was given 
public trust. The people, at least those 
who turned the scale, simply believed that 
the Administration would probably come 
nearer to applying them completely and 
thoroughly than the Republicans would. 
They: will be very glad now to learn that 














‘that the spoils are ithe victor’s and the j the Republicans pledge themselves to ap- 


ply them still more completely and thor- 
oughly than the present Administration. 

Of course, if the Republicans “make 
issue” with the Administration for its 
shortcomings in administrative reform, 
they will hold themselves ready and 
bound, if again intrusted with the Gov- 
ernment, to avoid like shortcomings. If 
they are prepared to take this position and 
to live up to it, it will be a great gain for the 
public in every way. We shall then see, 
what we have never yet seen, a contest 
between the two parties for the op- 
portunity, not to seize the offices as 
the spoils of victory, but to administer 
them efficiently and independent of 
all partisan claims and_ considera- 
tions. We shall see them rivaling each 
other in the zeal and earnestness of their 
desire to divorce the civil service from 
partisan politics and to make the faithful 
and competent service of the public, in 
all grades, the sole condition of appoint- 
ment and retention in public office. This 
is distinctly put forward in Mr. SmitTaH’s 
programme, If the Republicans condemn 
the Administration for the ‘‘ removal of 
worthy officials” they, in doing so, en- 
gage, should they be given power, to 
make no such removals, though the 
‘‘ worthy officials” might be found 
to be pronounced and _ sincere, but 
not offensive, Democrats. The competi- 
tion that would thus arise between the 
two great parties of the Nation would 
be of a perfectly legitimate kind, and 
the independent voters would have a 
choice such as they have not for many 
years enjoyed. Instead of being forced 
to conclude, as they have been in the 
past, that whichever party gains con- 
trol the civil service will be treated 
chiefly as the reward of partisanship, 
they will be free to decide which party 
will treat the service most honestly and 
fully according to the well understood 
principles of administrative reform. 

In such a canvass both parties would 
be compelled to give the most trust- 
worthy security that they would carry out 
their professions, Neither would find it 
safe to sneer atreform orreformers. Each 
would have to furnish in its platform, in 
its candidates, in its discussions on the 
stump and in the press, in its methods of 
conducting the canvass, and above all in 
its treatment of the civil service under its 
control, the best evidence of its sincerity 
and consistency in the application of re- 
form principles. And the contest thus 
evolved would be so absorbing and so 
worthy of the electorate of a free com- 
munity that the other ‘‘issue” suggested 
by the St. Lawrence County leader, as to 
‘* traitors and Copperheads” would take its 
proper rank in popular attention, and that 
would not in this State this year be an 
all-important one. 








GERONIMO’S BAND OF THUGS. 


Now that Gen. Crook is in the heart of 
the district where so many horrible mur- 
ders have been committed by GERONIMO 
and his men, some progress will probably 
be made in the work which the troops 
have been trying to do. The General 
seems to have reached Fort Bayard on 
Saturday. On Sunday he telegraphed 
from that place that the outlook was 
“very bad,” and that it would be very 
difficult to suppress the marauders. 
It may be that he is now ready 
to admit that satisfactory progress 
might have been made and that some 
valuable lives might have been saved 
if there had been more troops in the field; 
although one would say that in two weeks 
twelve hundred soldiers, cavalry for the 
most part, ought to have made some im- 
pression upon a band of only fifty Indians, 
His superior officers were directed on the 
24th ult. to check the ravages of GERON- 
1mo’s band ‘‘in the shortest time possi- 
ble” and to call for all assistance that 
might be required, but on the 27th he de- 
clared that no more troops were needed. 

In the light of what has happened in 
the last two weeks it is not strange that 
the people of Southwestern New-Mexico 
are complaining so bitterly. It was on the 
17th of May that these Indians—whose 
number was said at the time to be fifty, and 
afterward to be only thirty-four—broke 
away from the reservation and began their 
bloody work. It should be remembered 
that these Indians were the worst offend- 
ers two years ago, and that for this reason 
they were isolated in the northern part 
of the San Carlos Reservation and placed 
under the supervision of the army. The 
officer in charge of them was Lieut. Brit- 
TON Davis, of the Third Cavalry. The 
dispatch that announced their departure 
from the reservation also declared that the 
military authorities had been ‘‘ expecting 
trouble” and were prepared for this move- 
ment. They certainly should have been 
prepared, for they had taken the responsi- 
bility of caring for these red-handed mur- 
derers, whose nature and impulses they 
well understood. Gen, Crook had saved 
them from punishment and had prom- 
ised that they would give no fur- 
ther trouble. He had even insisted 
that they should be allowed to retain 
their arms. Very plainly the military 
authorities either were not prepared for 
GrRoNIMO’s flight, or, being prepared, 
were very unfortunate in an attempt todo 
their duty. It is true that the Apaches 
pass rapidly from point to point, and their 
escape into Mexico would not have been a 
remarkable feat if they had traveled in 
that direction with a fair start. But they 
did not do this. They remained for 
fourteen or fifteen days in Southwestern 
New-Mexico,, north of the Southern 
Pacific Road, murdering settlers. They 
did not seem to be anxious to get beyond 
the border, nor did they seem to fear the 
troops. For fifteen days they carried on 
their bloody work almost without hind- 
rance, and their trail is marked by the 
mutilated bodies of scores of victims. 


were more than twelve hundred, but the 
settlers could not be saved. Some of them 
might have been saved if additional 
troops had been brought from the posts 
in the two Territories and from those in 
Kansas and Colorado. 

The raid is greatly to be deplored, not 
only because of the lives already lost, but 
also because it will serve to encourage 
and strengthen the Indian haters and to 





weaken the position of “the Indian’s 
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friends. In view of its probable effect in 
that direction the Indian’s friends must 
all the, more keenly regret the well 
meant leniency that gave these Chiri- 
cahuas their liberty and their. arms. 
These men who have escaped are the 
bad men of the reservation; there are 
thousands remaining peacefully within 
its limits who do not sympathize with 
GERONIMO, and who know that GERONI- 
mo’s deeds only deepen the settler’s hate 
for every being that has a copper-colored 
skin. Since the deprayity of these Chiri- 
cahuas. was so well known they should 
have been guarded with the greatest 
care, for the sake of the other Indians of 
Arizona as well as to insure the safety of 
settlers. 

The troops may not be able to catch 
these wretches, who are worse than wild 
beasts. If they do overtake them, and if 
any of the Indians shall. escape the sol- 
diers’ rifles, we do not see why those who 
may survive should not be hanged.. They 
should be punished for their horrible 
crimes, and their punishment should be 
either execution or imprisonment for 
life. Not one of them should ever be 
allowed to go again upon a reservation, 








OBJECTIONS TO THE ARCADE RAIL- 
WAY. 


Entirely apart from the question whether 
an underground rapid transit line is a de- 
sirable thing for this city, there are objec- 
tions to the Arcade Railway bill now in 
the hands of the Governor which would 
certainly justify him in withholding his 
approval. This scheme is a development 
of the old Beach pneumatic tube project, 
and in the’transformations through which 
it has gone by legislative action no ade- 
quate provision has been made for the pro- 
tection of the rights of the people or of the 
city, and no such provision is contained 
in this act. The powers asked for by the 
company have been granted without re- 
gard to the consent of the local authori- 
ties or of the property owners along the 
line of the proposed road. It is author- 
ized to excavate toa width of forty-four 
feet inside measurement, which in some 
parts of Broadway would trench upon the 
space beneath the sidewalks which is very 
generally occupied by private vaults 
under authority of the city. No.proper 
provision is made for compensation for 
damage done by this excavation. 


The fifth section of this act provides 
that ‘‘for the purposes of stations and 
depots or housing or storing, when not in 
use, its cars, stores, supplies, and such 
other property as may be in its care or 
custody, or belonging to it,” and for the 
removing of material, &c., excavations 
may be made under the side streets to a 
distance of 300 feet, in which ‘‘suitable 
structures” may be erected for housing or 
storeroom purposes. It is understood that 
the company proposes to do a freight busi- 
ness, and to this there is no valid ob- 
jection provided it is so conducted as 
not to interfere with the proper trans- 
portation of passengers, which is the 
main purpose of granting the fran- 
chise; but the provisions of this sec- 
tion seem to indicate that it also pro- 
poses todoa general storage and ware- 
house business in these underground 
spaces. If such is its purpose it should be 
clearly understood and all objections to it 
duly considered. If the franchise is so 
broad as to include the privilege of doing 
a business of this kind some adequate pro- 
vision ought certainly to be made to se- 
cure compensation to the city for such a 
use of spaces beneath the streets. The 
provision for removing sewers and under- 
ground pipes and replacing them in vaults 
or subways is not so well guarded as it 
ought to be, and there is danger of serious 
interruption to the use of these appliances. 

Perhaps the most serious objection to 
the bill is to be found in the financial 
arrangements which it permits. The act 
fixes the capital stock at $20,000,000, but 
it does not require that any part of it shall 
be paid in. It is not necessary even that 
it shall be subscribed for if ‘‘ other finan- 
cial arrangements are made for com- 
mencing within one year and completing 
the first section of its railway or rail- 
ways within four years from and 
after July 1, 1885.” As power is 
given to the Trustees of the com- 
pany by a three-fifths vote ‘‘from time 
to time to borrow any sum of money they 
may deem necessary for its business and 
for constructing, completing, and finish- 
ing or operating its said works and rail- 
ways,” it is evident that the funds may 
be raised entirely on bonds and the stock 
used as a bonus or for speculative pur- 
poses. There is nothing in the act to pre- 
vent the stock from being one mass of 
water upon which dividends may ulti- 
mately be paid. We have had too much 
experience already with the kind of finan- 
cial management implied in these provis- 
ions. 

The new bill contains no restriction 
upon fares or charges and establishes no 
control over them. The act of 1878, 
which first transformed the old pneumatic 
tube company into a corporation author- 
ized to construct an underground rail- 
road and to carry passengers, limited the 
fares to be charged to 8 cents for any 
distance less than three miles and 2 
cents a mile or fraction thereof in addi- 
tion to three miles, and established com- 
mission hours from 5 to 7 o’clock in the 
morning and in the evening, during 
which not more than 10 cents should be 
charged for any distance. This is left in 
force by the bill now in question, but the 
limitation is not sufficient for these 
times. In short, the act is drawn wholly 
in the interest of the company and with 
very little regard for the rights of the 
public, If an underground railroad is to 
be built the interests of the public should 
be very carefully guarded, and the city 
itself should be officially represented in 
the scheme. It will hardly do to sur- 
render Broadway and Madison-avenue, 
with lateral projections of 800 feet in the 
cross streets, to a corporation with such 
extensive powers and such slight restric- 
tions, even though a great public con- 
venience is intended. Great public in- 
convenience and much private damage 
might be incidentally produced, and in 
the end it might be found that another 
great “monopoly” had been brought into 
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control had been established. 


VICTOR HUGO'S FUNERAL. 


The hackneyed saying that Paris is 
France is seldom so fully verified as when 
a French hero dies. 
join the funeral procession. Such a 
spectacle as was presented in Paris yester- 
day is rare in thatcapital. It would have 
been unexampled in any other. The 
funeral of the Duke of WELLINGTON, 
now a_ generation ago, is the only 
funeral pageant which London has 
presented within living memory that was 
adapted to touch the imagination at all 
as the imagination is touched by the 
funeral of Vicrork Huao, and this owes 
its remembrance more to TENNYSON’s ode 
than to anything especially appropriate 
in the pageant itself. Though the funeral 
of WELLINGTON did not lack the sacred 
poet, it lacked almost every other element 
of memorability, being a matter of rather 
crude upholstery and official machinery. 
The national feeling of admiration and 
gratitude which kept the display from being 
altogether a mummery was doubtless pres- 
ent, but it was not expressed in the pomp 
of the procession, Englishmen, in fact, 
rather pride themselves upon their in- 
ability to organize expressive and suc- 
cessful spectacles, whereas the French 
capability in this direction is not only 
very great, but is aided by the 
French tendency to officialism. "Where 
an event which is really felt to be of na- 
tional importance is taken in hand by the 
Government as the agent for the people 
itis sure of a worthy and solemn com- 
memoration. The second funeral of Na- 
POLEON was an event that appealed less 
strongly to the feelings of Frenchmen in 
1840 than the funeral of WELLINGTON to 
the feelings of Englishmen twelve years 
later, and yet it was without doubt much 
better worth seeing. 

It is worth while, also, to note that in 
England a national demonstration like 
that of yesterday in Paris would neither 
have arisen nor been organized over an 
English Victor Hugo, if we can imagine 
such a being. Neither as a man of liter- 
ary genius, nor as a man of literary genius 
who had made a series of pathetic fail- 
ures in ‘‘ practical politics,” could such a 
man have evoked a popular enthusiasm 
such as that to which Paris yester- 
day gave vent. The ‘‘results” of 
WELLINGTON’S career were entirely ap- 
prehensible to the common English 
mind, which would have been doubtful 
whether Huao’s career had had any 
results at all, and would have left his 
funeral to the literary class, The rela- 
tion of Victor Hu@o to the literature 
of his country, as at once its primate 
and its patriarch, has not been held by 
any writer in Europe since the death 
of GOETHE, and GOETHE was by no means 
the popular hero in Germany that Huco 
has for fifteen years been in France. To 
find a parallel in literary history to the 
national apotheosis of Victor HuGo we 
must recall another French writer and re- 
vert to the reception of VOLTAIRE on his 
return to Paris in his eighty-fourth year, 
something more thana century ago. VOL- 
TAIRE had his apotheosis while he was 
still alive, and Victor HuGo, too, has been 
fed on incense since his return from exile, 
Even his own praises of himself were not 
too extravagant to be echoed from all 
sides. If any other Frenchman had had 
a@ greater command of hyperbole they 


“would have been outdone. 


No doubt this adulation is susceptible 
enough of ridicule, but the fact that a 
writer is chosen for its object does tend to 
vindicate the claim that is so often made 
for the French people of being more ac- 
cessible to ideas than their neighbors. 








SCARECROWS. 


Farmers complain that of late years the 
scarecrow has become entirely useless, 
There was a time when one scarecrow with 
a St. Patrick’s hat and an Oshkosh frock 
coat would protect a corn field from 
crows .of average intelligence, but it 
is no longer efficacious. The crows 
have become familiar with the ap- 
pearance of the tramps who infest all 
parts of the country, and it is well under- 
stood in crow.circles that the tramp never 
carries a gun, and is therefore harmless. 
The ‘scarecrow so closely resembles the 
tramp that crows: fail to discriminate 
between them, and imagining that the 
scarecrow is merely a contemptible tramp 
they steal corn under the very shadow of 
its hat. 

It was always a mistake to suppose that 
crows could be for any length of time 
frightened by scarecrows. The scarecrow 
was an imitation man, and it ought to 
have been foreseen that the crows would 
some day find that a scarecrow incapable 
of firing a gun could dono harm. The 
farmers should have appealed to that fear 
of the supernatural which is inherent in 
all animals, Could they have employed a 
ghost to protect their corn fields not a sin- 
gle grain of corn would have been stolen. 
The success of Mr. Woodruff’s efforts to 
rid his house of rats by means of a ghostly 
cat is alone sufficient to prove that if we 
really want to frighten animals we must 
appeal to their fear of the supernatural. 

It is well known that rats and mice 
cannot be successfully resisted with traps. 
Young rats may occasionally wander into 
a trap, but every experienced rat knows a 
trap when he sees it and simply laughs at 
it. In every house there are sure to 
be two or three leading and influential 
rats who are perfectly familiar with 
traps, and who warn their younger as- 
sociates to beware of them. The vold-fash- 
ioned spring trap is decidedly popular 
among rats, for the reason that they 
can readily spring it and afterward 
carry off the cheese at their leisure. 
As for those ingenious traps designed 
to catch mice alive, they are entirely 
worthless. A rat who sees a small box 
with a seductive piece of cheese displayed 
behind the iron bars of an attractive-look- 
ing compartment knows perfectly well 
that it is a trap, and he will refuse to en- 
ter the door of the box even when it is 
decorated with the legend in large plain 
letters, ‘‘ Rats will please enter and turn to 
the left. - The best of free cheese always 
on hand.” 

Mr. Woodruff having spent much 
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poison was in vain and that real cats were 
lazy, decided to try the experiment of 
frightening rats by convincing them that 
the house was haunted. He prepared a 
large stuffed cat with green glass eyes and 
a ferocious and sarcastic smile, and placed 
in her interior an electric light. There 
was a large closet in his bedroom which 
contained half a dozen rat holes from 
which rats came forth every night* on 
foraging expeditions. In the middle of 
this closet he placed the cat and connected 
her internal light with wires running to a 
battery near his bedside. Having thus 
prepared his feline ghost Mr. Woodruff 
went to bed and waited for the rats. As 
soon as the house was quiet the rats came 
out, and when, judging from the noise, 
there were at least a dozen in the room, 
he turned on his electric light. Wild 
squeaks of horror greeted the awful ap- 
pearance of the ghostly cat, with her glow- 
ing eyes and shining teeth, and there was 
the rush of many feet as the frightened 
rats fled to their holes. Mr. Woodruff, 
chuckling over the success of his ex- 
periment, arose and examined the closet. 
Two rats, who had tried to enter the same 
hole at the same time and had become 
securely jammed, were kicking fiercely, 
while three ferhale rats lay on the floor in 
a dead swoon. These were soon seized 
and committed to the vasty bathtub, and 
the ghostly cat was left to stand guard 
over the rat holes till daylight. 

What is still more remarkable, the rats 
left the house without an hour’s delay. 
There had previously been, at a low esti- 
mate, fully 7,000 rats in that house, not 
to speak of swarms of subsidiary mice. 
From the hour when the stuffed cat’s 
electric light began to glow not a rat ora 
mouse has been seen in Mr, Woodruff’s 
house. The animals that had laughed at 
traps, mocked at real cats, and grown fat 
on poison were frightened off the prem- 
ises by a single apparition of an apparent- 
ly supernatural cat, and their stories have 
given the house such an uncanny reputa- 
tion that it is safe to prophesy that rats 
and mice will avoid it for years to come, 

The farmers should take a hint from 
Mr. Woodruff’s success. If they could in- 
vent a scarecrow representing a tramp at 
work the crows would be vanquished. 
They would, of course, assume the work- 
ing tramp to be a supernatural being, and 
the terror with which the sight would fill 
them would rid the whole region of crows 
for at least during the present season, 








The real purpose of the Advisory Capi- 
tol Commission came to light yesterday 
when Commissioner PERRY found himself 
unable to resume work on account of the 
demand made upon him for the employ- 
ment of workmen. It seems that the 
two Republican members of the Advi- 
sory Commission, Messrs. MCCARTHY and 
ERWIN, presented a list of persons to be 
employed far in excess of one-half 
the number authorized. The law does 
not authorize any members of the 
commission to designate the persons to 
be employed, but declares that the 
Commissioner of the Capitol shall have 
entire control of ‘‘the employment of all 
persons,” and that no political test shall 
be applied. The public interest, as well 
asthe law, demands that Mr. Perry be 
left to exercise his own judgment in the 
employment of men. The action of 
is most 
reprehensible and calculated to demoralize 
the work on the Capitol. It confirms the 
impression that the Advisory Commission 
was created for no good purpose. 








The estimate of the Winter wheat crop 
sent out by Mr. TALLMADGE, the Wisconsin 
statistician, very nearly corresponds with 
the estimate published in the Agricultural 
Bureau’s May report, which was 240,000,- 
000 bushels. Mr. TALLMADGE can see only 
231,000,000 bushels. His estimate of the 
crop of Spring wheat is 180,000,000 
bushels, or 13,000,000 bushels less than 
the Spring crop of last year. It seems 
probable, from other advices, that 
the Spring crop may rise slightly above 
his estimate. But it now seems very 
clear that the wheat crop will fall at 
least 125,000,000 bushels below the crop of 
1884, and that it may fall even 100,000,- 
000 bushels below the average crop 
for the last five years, which was 
461,000,000 bushels. Cable reports pub- 
lished this morning indicate a shortage in 
every European country. Yet the price 
of wheat here has been falling steadily for 
several days. The truth is that although 
we are to have a short crop we shall carry 
over a large part of last year’s crop. The 
decline at this time is due to a small de- 
mand for export, the assurance of peace 
between England and Russja, abundant 
receipts from first hands, and the with- 
drawal of support afforded by speculators 
and ‘‘lambs,” who raised the price by 
their purchases when war seemed un- 
avoidable. 








PRESBYTERIAN ASSEMBLIES. 

CINCINNATI, June 1.—This morning the 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church 
selected Minneapolis, Minn., as the place for the 
annual Assembly to be held in Westminster 
Church, that city. The morning session was de- 
voted to a discussion as to whether fermented or 
unfermented wine should be used at sacraments. 
A resolution against restricting Chinese immi- 
gration was discussed, but finally withdrawn be- 
caube any action on the subject was considered 
impolitic. Resolutions upoa the death of the 
Rey. R. L. Stanton, who died at sea, were passed, 


and a copy was ordered to be sent to the family 
of the deceased minister. 


Topexa, Kan., June 1.—In the United 
Presbyterian General Assembly to-day, a com- 
munication was received from Dr. J. G. Brown 
asking to be relieved from longer acting as Cor- 
responding thar | of the Board of Home Mis- 
sions. The report of the committee on the peti-. 
tion from the Presbyteries of Wheeling, West 
Va., epee | to the distinctive principles of 
the United Prespyterian Church psalmody and 
home missions was read. They report that 
unless the evils mentioned in the memorials are 
corrected the objects for which the United Pres- 
byterian Church holds as a separate organiza- 
tion will be defeated. They recommend the pas- 
sage of severa! resolutions the intent of which 
is that the distinctive principles of the church 
shall be taught 1n the Sunday schools, and that 
the Assembly declares anew its adhesion to the 
sari the church relative to secret sc- 
cieties.

THE YOUNG SOLDIERS PREPARING 
FOR EXAMINATIONS. 
VISITORS WAITING PATIENTLY FOR THE 
EASY-GOING EXAMINING BOARD AND 

THE OUTDOOR EXERCISES. 

West Pornt, June 1.—To the visitors al- 
ready here awaiting the annual exhibition of 
various mental and physical soldierly accom- 
plishments that will begin to-morrow this has 
been a day of almost intolerable dullness. They 
wandered leisurely around the post and lounged 
under the trecs on the plain from guard 
mount at 7 o'clock until dress parade 
at 6 o'clock without getting a glimpse 
of the close-fitting gray jacket ,of a 


cadet: and only an occasional! view, as he hur- 
ried away somewhere in the distance, of the 
biue ana gilt garb of an army officer, or the 
more dignified habiliments of a wise looking 
Professor. Considering that two-thirds of the 
visitors come here on purpose to see the cadets, 
jt is remarkable how very little isseen of them. 
With the exception of Saturday afternoons, 


their regular drills are practically about all 


their out-door recreation. Every hour of the 24 


is measured off with arigid rod of discipline— 
60 many hours’ sieep and no more, so many 
bours’ work und no more. 


Picture papers are very fond of portraying the 
West Point cadet gallivanting gayly over the 
green with anywhere from three to five girls 
rnnning after him, or in numerous other famil- 
jar representations suggestive of summer tlir- 
tation and enjoyment. Nothing could be fur- 
ther from the reality, particularly ut this period 
of the year. When the cadet comes out On 
the green at all, itis with *‘eyes front,” and as 
utterly unconscious of the smiling creatures 
Bround him, apparentiy, as if they did not 
exist: When they are not at drill or reci- 
tation the poor boys sit behind the red 
curtains of their dormitory windows and try to 
stee! theirstudious spirits against the tantalizing 
influences of beautiful summer weather and the 
music of gay laughter that floats across the 
graveled paths leading to the barracks., Next 
week, after the examinations are over, Com- 
mandant Hasbrouck will good-naturediy iet 
down the bars a littie. When he does, civilians, 
and even army officers, must possess their senti- 
mentai souls in patience, for the cadets are ab- 
solutely irresistible to the feminine heart. 

Quiet as the day has been for visitors it has 
been one of the busiest of the year for every- 
body else on the post. In the recitation rooms 
eniisted soldiers put up biackboards for the 
cadets to worry over. The Professors were as 
busy as beavers blocking the way to the goal of 
success With barriers of questions. — Not to be 
putdone in industry the cadets remained in their 
rooms under guard, excused from recitations 
and drill, diligently conning the lessons of the 
last six months. Each class isexamined only in 
the studies it has been drilled in since the Janu- 
ary examinations. To-morrow the graduating 
class wiil answer review questions about ord- 
pance and gunnery and engineering. ‘ 

The general visitors rarely go near the recita- 
tion rooms, except to flit in fora moment and 
out again, like buttertlies, and as only one 
official visitor hus vet arrived who knows the 
first thing about military manceuvres, and the 
board has not organized, the boys will probabiy 
be left to the tender mercies of their Protessors. 
Last year Gens. Rosecrans and Ruggles were on 
band early, and lost no opportunity of stagger- 
Ing a cadet with some unexpected query gleaned 
from their own exveriences on the battle fleld; 
difficulties that, of course, were not down in the 
books which the boys had been four years 
struggling to master. Gen. Rosecrans was, to say 
the least, an industrious ane an inquisitive vis- 
itor, but he was a terror to the cadets. 

This year’s board does not seem to bein any 
burry about arriving, and if straws are anv in- 
dieation of the direction of the wind, there is no 
danger of its members injuring themselves with 
overwork.

They will 
come when they get ready, and when a sufficient 
number get within handshaking distance to 
makea quorum they will organize and begin 
their work of official supervision. Senator Beck 
is expected late to-night. 

After recitations to-morrow the cadets will be 
put through a siege battery drill and a mortar 
battery drill, both very interesting exnibitions 
to people who like a terrific noise and the smell 
ofgunpowder. The day following, at the grand 
review, the place is sure to be crowded with 
visitors, and every evening after that until 
graduation day there will be some one of the 
numerous field displays or cavalry riding exer- 
cises that make the closing examinations excit- 
ing and enjoyable.

WHY THE PROJECT OF A NATIONAL ENCAMP- 


MENT WAS COLDLY RECEIVED. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 1.—Everybody who 
has taken any interest in the subject has known 
that the project ofa national encampment in 
Fairmount Park, beginning June 27, has been 
very coldly received by the National Guards- 
men in this city, and that the local brigade de- 
clined to take part in it. The reason publicly 
given was that asuccessful camp could not be 
held so near alarge city, because the grounds 
would be overrur with visitors. This reason 
was, no doubt, validin the minds of the local 
military authorities, but developments made 
within the last day or two indicate that it 
was not the only reason. The project to have 
such an encampment originated with Lieut.-Gov. 
Underwood, of Kentucky, and is being managed 
by him, with the assistance of his cousin, 
Col. H. L. Underwood, whose headquarters are 
the Continental Hote). Within a few days Col. 
Underwood has received from a number of 
leading citizens a written guaraptee that the 
money necessary to make the encampment a 
success should be provided. Within a day or 
two Col. Underwood has posted in conspicuous 
Places about the city very handsome litho- 
graphs, which have given great offense to some 
people. A prominent Third-street banker, who 
was one of the guarantors, on going to his 
place of business this morning, saw one of these 
lithographs in a Chestnut-str et window, and at 
once sent word to Col. Underwood to strike 
his name off the guarantee. Col. n- 
derwood immediately called on the finan- 
cier, who, in polite but emphatic  lan- 
guage, told the distinguished Kentuckian 
that whoever had issued the lithographs repre- 
senting the proposed encampment had alto- 
gether mistaken the sentiment of Philadelphia. 
The lithograph represents Union and Confed- 
erate soldiers drawn up in the same fine and sa- 
luting a Union and a Confederate General, who 
are riding side by side. The letters **C. S. A.” 
are conspicuous on the belts of the Confed- 
erates. *“*I am giad,’? said the banker to Col. 
Underwood, “to do my partin welcoming the 
men of the South to Philadelphia as members ol 
the National Guard of the United States, but 1 
will have no part in welcoming men with the 
badge of the rebellion on their breasts. They 
might as well come carrying the rebel flag. We 
bate rebellion just as much as we hated it 20 
years ago. We cordially forgive all penitents, 
but those who have not repented we have not 
forgiven.” 

Col. Underwood expressed his regret that the 
lithographs had been posted and said he would 
stop their further issue at once, but the finan- 
cier insisted that his name should be struck 
from the guarantee. The tacts of the interview 
soon spread through Third-street and elsewhere 
over the city and created a good deal of talk. 
Many coincided with the views of the banker, 
while others thought he was oversensitive. 
prominent member of Gen. Hartranit’s staff 
said guardedly that he thought it would be a 


very wi-e thing for the Southern militiamen to 
adopt the uniform of the United States Army. 

Gen. George R. Snowden, the commander of 
the First Brigude, Nationa) Guard of Pennsyl- 
vania, said that tne national encampment was 
a very commendabie affair, and that he did not 
believe that the gray uhbiforms were placed 
on the advertising posters with any disloyal 
motives. 

Col. Theodore E. Weidersheim, commanding 
the First Regiment, N. G. -, said: “I do 
not approve of that circus poster. One of them 
was sent up to the armory and I saw it there. Of 
course, our brigade will not bein this show, so 
it don’t make much difference to us, but J think 
it Was a mistake to print the circus posters with 
the “C.8. A.” on it. I heard that the Southern 
militia carried nothing but State flags in the in- 
augurat.or procession, and that they had not 
carried the national colors atall. If tnat was so 
it isa particularly bad thing to do to parade the 
“Cc. 8. A.” and Confederate gray on an adver- 
tisement of this reunion.” 

Col. Underwood's room at the Continental is 
stocked with lithographs ready to be sent all 
over the country. He was busy this afternoon 
and evening with a pen blotting out the letters 
“C. 5. A.” wherever they appeared on the |:tho- 
graphs. 

Lieut.-Gov. Underwood, who has been absent 
from this city for some days, returned this 
evening, and expressed great surprise that any 
objection had been made to the lithoxraph. The 
picture, be said, was merely allegorical, 
and was designed to represent harmony 
and unity = restored among those who 
had once been enemies, and he pointed out the 
fact that all the troops in the picture were rep- 
resented as carrying the United States flag. He 
said the idea that the Southern troops were to 
come here in Confederate uniforms was absurd, 
and that there was not a serviceable Confederate 
uniform or belt in existence at this time.

HEARINGS BY THE GOVERNOR. 


DEFECTS WHICH ARE CLAIMED TO EXIST IN 
THE DALY BUILDING LAW. 

ALBANY, June 1.—Mr Robb’s bill regulat- 
ing the height of buildings in New-York City 
was advocated betore Gov. Hill to-day by Mr. 
Thatcher M. Adams, Dr. §. 0. Vanderpoel, and 
D. Willis James. Dr. Vanderpoel dwelt at length 
upon the evil of shutting out sunlight and air 
from the street by the erection of apartmentand 
flat houses from 10to 12 stories high. Itis an 
ascertained fact, continued the doctor, that 
the occupants of houses in the vicinity of 
these towering apartment structures up 
town have great difficulty with their~ chimneys 
drawing properly by reason of their being shut 
off from a sufficient draft of air. W. J. Fryer, 
an iron dealer, opposed the bill,as mostof the 
high buildings now going up were fireproof 
and built of iron, consequently it was a matter 
of indifference how high they were erected. 
Messrs. Adams and James spoke in favor of the 
bill and Gustavus Isaac agannst it. 

In behaif of Mr. Daly’s Building bill there ap- 
peared Messrs. Warren Conover, W. J. Fryer, 
ex-Alderman Ottiwell, officers of the Mechanics 
and Traders’ Exchange, William St. John, Presi- 
dent of the Standard Insurance Company; Pe- 
ter Notman, President of the Niagara Insurance 
Company; P. Pulsford, President of the Liver- 
pool and London [nsurance Company, and In- 
spector of Buildings D’Oench. Opposed to the 
bill were ex-Superintendent McGregor and ea- 
Senator Ecclesine. Mr. McGregor culled the at- 
tention of the Governor to mechanical defects 
in the bill, pointing out the insecurity 
of walls .as provided for in the bill, 
omissions to provide fire escapes in some in- 
stances where they were necessaryand insisting 
on them where they are not necessary, substi- 
tution of castiron and bluestone as caps in sup- 
porting columus instead of granite, as now 
provided for by law, the loosely drawn pro- 
vision in regard to mansard roofs whereby they 
need not be made Hreproof in cases where the 
angle of the slant is less than 60 degrees; the 
absurd provision in respect to building sand, 
limiting the fineness of sand to be used to the 
sample on hand in the department, and allowing 
none to be used that is any finer; compelling 
the use of patent apparatus in connection with 
iron shutters; repealing the provision in the 
present law in respect to alarms of fire in tene- 
ment houses, and re-enacting the obsolete pro- 
vision permitting eight-inch party walls, which 
have been prohibited in New-York for over 30 

ears. The provision requiring an iron ladder 
eading toa fireproof scuttle is repeaied by the 
proposed bill. Ex-Senator Ecclesine addressed 
bimself to the unconstitutional features 
of the bill, and called the _ attention 
of the Governor to section 504, whereby 
power is conferred on Boarde of Examiners out- 
side the Fire Department to alter, amend, or re- 

al any provision of this bill on petition of a 

uilder, and to oppose any plan, no matter 
whether it complied with any other provision of 
the law or not. This, Mr. Ecclesine claimed, was 
a delegation of legislative power which the Lewis- 
lature could not confer on any body 
other than itself. Section 510 of the 
bill provides that whenever a_e survey 
should be ordered the architect appointed 
to make the survey should be entitled to receive 
the sum of $25, which amount was to be paid by 
the city and afterward to be collected by tbe at- 
torney of the department from the owner of the 
building, as provided in section 508 of the Con- 
solidation act. This section simply provides for 
acriminal process to punish delinquents guilty 
of misdemeanors created by the statute, and 
could not be used to recover the amount paid by 
the city, which should be sued for by civil and 
not by criminal process. The result would be 
that the city could never recover the fees paid 
to architects, which might amount to thousands 
of dollars.

REAUME LIKELY TO LIVE.

HIS FRIENDS SURE HE WAS INSANE ON 
THE WABASH TRAIN, 


Curcaco, June 1.—Since his wounds have 
been dressed Reaume, the madman who 
took possession of a Wabash Railroad 
train yesterday, has become somewhat more 
communicative. He says he is a French 
Canadian by birth and a fresco painter by trade, 
and has a wife and three children in Detroit. 


He wore a white sombrero, and, as he ran 
down Fourth-avenue, was thought by the resi- 
dents to be a cowboy on a spree. As the 
train on which he arrived was passing slowly 
through the outskirts of the city a man by 
the name of Spruck jumped aboard the 
platform where the maniac stood. Reaume im- 
mediately blazed away with his revolver, a ball 
just grazing Spruck’s chin and taking a button 
from his coat. Spruck stepped off and waited 
for another twain. In the fight at the station the 
maniac reloaded as fast as his weapon became 
empty, and altogether more than 150 shots were 
red. 


Reaume arrived at Kansas City on Saturday 
from Denver, giving his name as Louis Reaume. 
and said he was going to Detroit, He state 
to the train men that he nad been driven out of 
Denver on account of somecrime, of which he 
was innocent, and that he was being pur- 
sued. At his request he was permitted to 
ride in the baggage car, as being a safer place. 
He was armed with a revolver, and upon his ar- 
riving at Kansas City the police, who had been 
notified by telegraph, at first prepared to arrest 
bim, but as the man gave no evidence of insan- 
A they decided to permit him to continue his 
journey. 

The doctors entertain a more favorable view 
of Reaume’s case than at first. They say he 


will recover. 


Denver, Col., June 1—Louis Reaume 
left Denver on Friday evening for Detroit to 
visit his mother, Mrs. George W. Thompson. He 
had received intelligence of his mother’s ill- 
ness and lert here unexpectedly. He has 
a brother, R. F. eaume, living in De- 
troit, and has two brothers, Daniel 
and George, living at Grosse Isie, Mich. Louis 
has lived here for some years and was a painter 
and kaisominer, A year anda half ago be mar- 
ried Miss Lizzie Rockford, a young lady of 
good family, and since then has lived in 
an apparently happy state with her. Last 
Christmas they went on a_ visit to his 
people in Michigan, and returned to Denver 
only three weeks ago. Since that time they 
have lived with his brother-fn-law, Charles E. 
Rockford, at No. 292 Glenaarm-street. Reaume 
bore a good reputation here. He seldom arank 
liquor, and was dutiful to his family. 

‘he intimation that Lonis Reaume was not 
crazy, except from the effects of liquor, was 
received by his friends here with indignant sur- 
prise. They say he does not drink. About 7 o’clock 
Friday evening, an hour before he started East, 
Reaume met Justice Sopheys on Fourteenth- 
street and complained thatalot of men were 
after him. He talked and acted ina manner 


that showed plainiy that ha was crazy. Justice 
Sopheys told him he had better go home and 
lock himself up. He replied that he would do 
60 as soon as he had notified the police that 
men were after him. He went to headquarters, 
made a complaint, and left. He must have gone 
directly to the train. Before he saw Justice 
Sopheys, Reaume went to a stable and said that 
a lot of men were after him and wanted to kill 
him, and asked for a horse to go to Police Head- 
quarters. Several other men who saw him that 
evening say he was certainly crazy.

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ASKING A FORECLOSURE. 

InpDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 1.— In the 
United States Court to-day Thomas E, Platt, 
President of the United States Express Com- 
pany, filed a suit against the Lafayette, Bloom- 
ington, and Muncie ailway Company, the 
Lake Erie and Western Railway Company, 
the Central Trust Company of New-York, 
and George J. McGourkey. The two rail- 
way companies were recently consolidated. 
Prior to thé consolidation the Lafayette, 
Bloomington and Muncie Company gave two 
mortgages to the Central Trust ay age one 
for $2,500,000 and the other for $1,000,000. Inter- 
est on these mortgages was defaulted June 1. 
The United States Express Ngee por A hold bonds 
under both these mortgages, and suit is brougnt 
for foreclosure in the interest of all bondhbold- 
ers. The complaint alleges, among other things, 
that the road has a floating debt of $600,000 
and is insolvent, J. H. Cheney, of Bloomington, 
lll, at thesuit.of George J. McGourkey, was 
recently for Receiver of the consolidated 
road, and Judge Woods to-day ordered an ex- 
tension of the Receivership to the suit filed by 
the United Stated Express Company. The Re- 
ceiver was directed to keep separate accounts of 
the business of the two roads. The express 
company asks an injunction to restrain Mc- 
Gourkey from further proceedings in dis action. 





THE PLYMOUTH SUFFERERS. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 1.— At _ to-day’s 
meeting of the committee of citizens appointed 
to raise subscriptions for the relief of the suf- 


ferers at Plymouth a communication was also 
received from Chairman Davis, of the Plymouth 
local committee, which stated that a very 
favorable change had taken place in the 
epidemic. There is a diminished number 
of new cases and a large gain in the 
recovery of patients. The subscriptions 
from this city have reached over $11,000. 
Father Donohue, the Catholic priest in the 
afflicted locality, in conjunction with his co- 
laborers, the ministers of other denominations, 
and aided by the Sisters of Mercy, has been most 
assiduous in his attention to the sick. ‘The min- 
isters of all denominations have contributed 
generously from their limited personal means.

BURGLARS LEISURELY WORKING, BUT GET~ 
TING LITTLE FOR THEIR TROUBLE. 
A gang of expert burglars entered the 


premises No. 80 Duane-street some time between 
7 o‘clock last Friday evening and 7 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, and broke open and plundered 
three safes, securing, however, only $100 in 
money and $75 worth of jewelry for their 
trouble. The ground floor of the building is oc- 
cupied as a liquor store by Ferrigan & Smith, 


and haslong been known as Cobweb Hall. It 
was formerly kept by David Patullo, who made 
it famous for his hot Scotch whisky punches. 
The upper portion of the premises is occupied 
by the New-England Whalebone Company, of 
which Barach Seligman is the manager. In 
the rear of the uilding runs Manhattan- 
alley, which opens on Elm-street. The building 
was closed up Friday evening, and Saturday 
being a legal holiday it remained closed all that 
day and Sunday also, The liquor store, depend- 
ing entirely for its trade on the merchants and 
others doing business in its vicinity, was not 
opened during Saturday and Sunday. When _ it 
was opened for business yesterday morning the 
visit or the burglars was discovered. 

The burgiars had effected an entrance to the 
premises through asecond-story window open- 
ing on the alley in the rear. This gave them 
access to that portion of the building occupied 
by the New-England Whalebone Company. In 
the office ot this concern there was a small safe 
secured by acombination lock. The burglars tore 
open this safe in the most approved fashion and 
scattered its contents all over the floor of the of- 
fice. here was no money in the safe, and ail 
that the thieves secured for their trouble were a 

air of gold bracelets and some other articles of 
feweiry. valued in all at $75. The disappointed 

urglars then went down stairs tothe ground 
floor and forced open a door leading from the 
hallway into the liquor store. There they found 
two safes. One, of an old-fashioned pattern, 
readily vielded to their efforts, but the otber 
one, of modern manufacture, gavethem more 
trouble. They succeeded in forcing them both 
open, and ransacked them at their leisure, They 
from the safe $100 in money. a collection 
of old coins, and some articles of jewelry of smali 
value. They also helped themselves liberally to 
the liquors and cigars in the place, carrying off 
severai bottles of old brandy and whisky and 
boxes of cigars. After having successfully com- 
pleted their work the burglars gathered up their 
tools and made their exit from the building 
without detection in the same way in which 
they had entered it, closing the window after 
— There is absolutely no clue to the burg- 
ars.

AN EDITOR IN A CELL, 


AARON A. CHASE GOES TO JAIL FOR SIXTY 
DAYS FOR LIBEL, 

ScRANTON, Penn., June 1.—Aaron A. 

Chase, editor of the Scranton Times, walked from 


the court room to the County Jail to-day in cus- 
tody of the Sheriff, and this afternoon’s issue of 
his paper announced that tor the next 60 days he 
would edit it from his cell. His imprisonment is 
a remnant of the prosecution for libel begun 
against him a few years ago by W. W. Scranton, 
President of the Scranton Steel Company, who 
took offence at the breezy way in which Chase 
spoke of him in criticising his conduct at the time 
of the labor troubles of 1877. r. Scranton, who 
was at that time general manager of the Lacka- 
wana Iron and Coal Company’s works, prose- 
cuted Chase for criminal libel, and also brought 
a suit against him for civil damages. Chase was 
mulcted in both cases. He served histerm of im- 
prisonment, and was discharged as un insolvent 
debtor by the local court from payment of the 
damages, amounting to about $1,400. 

From this decision an appeal was taken by Mr. 
Scranton to the Supreme Court, and after hang- 
ing tire for some time a decision was givena 
few weeks ago to the effect that the lower court 
erred in discharging Mr. Chase until such time 
as the verdict in the civil suit was satisfied either 
by payment of the amount or by imprisonment. 
The case was accordingiy sent back, and came 
up before Judge Archibald to-day. Chase's law- 
yer moved for the discharge of his client as an 
insolvent debtor, but the motion was overruled 
by Judge Archibald. Mr. Chase, who is himself 
a lawyer, then surrendered himself to the cus- 
tody of the Sheriff and was taken to the County 
Jail, which isa wretched and poorly ventilated 
place, to serve the 60 days required for the ful- 
fillment of the law. 

It is the general opinion here that Chase has 
already suffered enough for his offense, and that 
his present incarceration amounts to nersecu- 
tion. Mr. Scranton does not, it is said, want Mr. 
Chase’s money, and was not particularly anxious 
to send him to jail in case he apologized, but the 
editor would rather go to prison than do this, 
and so he is likely to serve out his term. 





THE LUTHERAN SYNOD. 


WORK OF THE COMMITTEE ON LITURGICAL 
SERVICE APPROVED. 

HARRISBURG, Penn., June 1.—In the 
morning session of the General Synod of the 
Lutheran Church the report of the Board of 
Publication at Philadelphia was read and passed 
upon, The following donations were made: 
Board of Church Extension, $2,000; home mis- 
sionary work, $1,000; foreign missionary work, 
$1,000; education, $1,000. New members were 


elected as follows: The Revs. A. H. Studbauer, 
William P. Evans, B. k. Alleman, and Messrs, 
Charies Naugst and John O. Parker. The Synod 
recommended the publication of a cyclopedia 
on Lutheranism, commentaries for the use 
of Sunday school teachers, and a popular 
history of the General Synod in English, 
Germun, Swedish, Danish, and Norwegian. 
The question of the uniform liturgical 
service again came up under. deferred 
questions, and after some discussion the reso- 
lutions commending the work of tne committee 
having the matter in charge, and authorizing 
them to co-operate further with the joint com- 
mittees of the General Council and General 
Synod (South) to complete any minor details of 
the work, and to publish the same for use, was 
passed unanimously, with the proviso that its 
introduction be contingent upon a similar ac- 
ceptance by the other two general bodies and 
with the expressed understanding that it is in no 
way to be enforced upon individual congrega- 
tions, each being free to use itor not as they 
may elect. 

In the afternoon session the home mission re- 

ort was discussed. It was resolved to apportion 
$60,000 among the churches for home missionary 
work. It was also resolved to establish a per- 
manent headquarters for the General Western 
Home Missionary Secretary at Omaha, Neb,

AN ENTOMOLOGICAL BREAKFAST, 
PROF. RILEY EATS THE CICADA AND PRAISES 


ITS FLAVOR, 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—A gentleman who 


had an engagement with Prof. Riley called at 
his house this morning and found the entomolo- 
gist alone in his dining room reading the morn- 
ing papers as he finished a late breakfast. 
**Come right in here,” said the Professor. “I 
want an unprejudiced opinion about a little 
matter,” (and to the servant:) ‘“ Bring in some 
hot ones.” The visitor, despite the fact that he 
had breakfastea, was induced to seat himseif at 
the table, and was served with a spoonful of 
dark brown objects like very small fried oysters. 
He eyed them suspiciously a moment, having 
discovered beneath the crust of bread crumbs a 
laminated back something like that of a very 
small shrimp. 
“What do you call it?” 

_ “The cicada, They ought to have been cooked 
l1n— 


“What! bugs?” 

““No! no! not bugs, only the cicada—miscalled 
the 17-year locust. Don’t be afraid of them. 
They are only the quintessence of vegetable 
juices, and everything in nature feeds upon 
them ravenously.” 

Thereupon the host took one, bit it in two, 
munched and swallowed it with an appearance 
of relish. The guest shut his eyes, « .d attempt- 
ed to bolt a whole cicada. The object crushed in 
his mouth and proved to be little ‘Ise than a 
delicate shell, but its flavor was found to be far 
from disagreeable. . 

*“‘ All its juices were absorbed in the batter,” 
said the Protessor explanatorily. 

Neither the Professor nor his visitor was able 
to liken the flavor to anything which was famil- 
lar, but they agreed in the opinion that, preju- 
dice overcome, the cicada would be esteemed a 
rare tid-bit; rare, as it requires 17 years to ripen, 
and that it might take rank with frogs’ Jegs, 
birds’ nests, shad roes, and white bait. 

“T spent an hour last night,” said the host, 
“gathering them, and they were very beautiful 
when fresh. I took them just as the pupa be- 
@an to break. They were creamy white and 
plump, and looked good enough to eat raw, but 
I didn’t venture. I think these shouid have been 
stewed instead of fried—stewed in milk. I pre- 


sume they would be nearly as good as grass- 
hoppers.”’ 

‘* Do you eat grasshoppers?” 

“Certainly. once ate nothing else for two 
days, and I found them delicious when properly 
cooked. This is only an experiment, of course, 
but my eating of grasshoppers had a practical 
object in view. The insects had eaten nearly 
everythine in a large region of country, and 


mapy families were on the verge of starvation.” 


THE CLUVERIUS MURDER TRIAL. 


TEXT OF THE JUDGE’S INSTRUCTIONS TO 
THE JURY. 


RicHMonD, Va., June 1.—In the trial of 


Thomas J. Cluverius, charged with the murder 
of Miss Fannie Lillian Madison, the prosecution 
and defense to-day each put two or three wit- 
nesses on the stand to prove some immaterial 
facts in rebuttal. Nothing of importance was 
brought out. The evidence being concluded, 
the court, after the jury was taken’gut, read the 
instructions wbich had been decided upon. They 
were identical to those given in the James Jeter- 
Phillips murder case and the defense objected to 
some of them. The court, however, refused to 
make any changes. The summing up then be- 
gan, Col. W. R. Aylett opening for the prosecu- 


tion. Mr. A. Brown Evans followed Col. Aylett 
and opened the argument forthe defense. Mr, 
Evans then read the following instructions of 
the court to the jury: 


First—Before the jury can convict the accused they 
mus! be satisfled from the evidence that he Is guilty of 
the offense charged in the indictment beyond a reason- 
able doubt. It is not sufficient that they shall believe 
his guilt probable only. No degree of probability 
mereiy will authorize a conviction, but the evidence 
must be of such a character and tendency as to pro- 
duce a moral certainty of the prisoner’s guilt to the ex- 
clusion of reasonable doubt. 

Second—Fach fact which is necessary in the chain of 
circumstances to establish the guilt of the accused 
must be distinctly proved by competent legal evidence, 
and ifthe jury has areasonable doubt as to any ma- 
terial fact necessary to be proved in order to support 
the hypothesis of the prisoner’s guilt, to the exclusion 
of every other reasonable hypothesis, they must find 
him not gulity. 

third—lLf the jury are satisfied from the evidence 
that the accused is guilty of the offense charged in the 
indictment beyond a reasonabie doubt. and that no 
rational hypothesis or explanation can be framed or 
given (upon the whole evidence In the cause) consist- 
ent with the innocence of the accused, and at the 
same time consistent with the facts proved, they 
ought to find him guilty. 

Fourth—Iitis not essential to proof of guilt by cir- 
cumstantial evidence that the facts and circumstances 
published should produce on the minds of the jury an 
absolute and demonstrative certainty, but it is sufficient 
if they produce a moral certainty of the commission of 
pnd — charged to the exclusion of reasonable 

ou 

Fifth—The law presumes the prisoner to be always 
innocent of the charge alleged axainst him til) he is 
proved tobe guilty, and the burden rests upon the 
Commonwealth to prove the guilt of the accused be- 
yond all reasonable doubt. No mere prepondarence of 
evidence will suffice, as in the trial of « civil case,nor is 
it enough that by conjecture or speculation he may be 
supposed to be guilty. The jury must be satisfied by 
the evidence that he ig ee eos fame reasonable doubt. 

Sixth—Ir, upon the whole evidence in the case, the 
jury entertain reasonable doubt as to whether the de- 
ceased came to her death by violence committed by 
herself or by the hands of another, they must find the 
prisoner not guilty. 


At 8 P. M. the court adjourned till to-morrow, 
when Mr. Evans will resume his argument. 








SHOE OPERATIVES QUIT WORK,

EMPLOYES OF A NEW-BEDFORD FIRM OB- 
JECT TO A REVISION OF WAGES, 


NeEw-BEpForD, Mass., June 1.—Hatha- 
way, Soule & Harrington, shoe manu/*acturers, 
employing about 300 hands, gave notice some 
days ago thata revision of the scale of wages 
on piece work would take effect to-day. About 
one-fourth of the employes would suffer a re- 
duction of 244 to 5 per cent.,and reaching in afew 
cases as high as 10 per cent. On one kind of work, 
employing about 20 men one-quarter of the 


time, a reduction of 25 per cent. would be made, 
but no change would occur in the price of other 
work done by the same men. Some other 
changes, both reductions and advances, were to 
be made on new styles of work which had been 
recently introduced, and for which a proper 
scale of wages could not be prepared until ex- 
perience had shown how much employes were 
able to do. 

This morning about five-sixths of the 80lasters 
did not go to work, and the same proportion of 
other male help, except in the cutting room, 
staid out. A committee was appointed to see 
the firm. Mr. Hathaway declined to say any- 
thing to the committee, but said he was willing 
to talk with any man or with any set of men 
doing the same kind of work. The strikers voted 
unanimously not to go to work. 

The Chairman of the committee says the firm 
has the reputation of making excellent goods, 
which sell higher than most other goods of the 
same grades, and yet the wages are below the 
average. No other shop, as far as he can learn, 
is reducing the wages at this time. The factory 
has an excellent set of hands—sober, steady, and 
capable, and needs such help to produce first- 
class work. He does not believe such hands* 
can be readily obtained to take their places. The 
female operatives have generally remained at 
work. Thestrikers include many whose wages 
have not been changed and some whose wages 
were raised. 





A RAILROAD TRAIN WRECKED. 

Easton, Penn., June 1—While the Le- 
high Valley passenger train due here at 8:50 
o’clock was running between Penn Haven and 
Mauch Chunk this morning at the usual rate of 
speed, the rear driving wheels of the engine 
mounted the rails and afterward feil on the 
road bed. The engine was subsequently thrown 


diagonally across the west-bound track, the 
tender overturned on the up track, and the 
pengene and chair cars run against a high em- 
bankment. ‘rhe engine was _ considerably 
damaged, and one truck of each car 
broken. The only person hurt was Charles 
Terry, baggage master, whose injuries are slight. 
The passengers were transferred toatrain on 
the Lehigh and Susquehanna Road and brought 
to Mauch Chunk, and the wrecked train was 
abandoned. The passenger train that leaves 
here at 6:15 was caught behind the wreck and 
detained overtwo hours. This train, after being 
released came into collision with an empty en- 
gine three mules west of the wreck and caused 
another blockade. Both engines were damaged 
and the baggage car broken. One of the engines 
is the same locomotive that was thrown into 
Stony Creek by a misplaced switch.

THE CATAMARANS JESSIE AND 
IRIS SAIL A FINE RACE, 


SONDITIONS FAVORABLE TO FAST TIME—- 


THE JESSIE WINS THE FIRST RACE OF A 
SERIES—A MISHAP TO THE IRIS. 

“If you live 100 years and see every 
yacht race safled you won't see a prettier one 
than this,” said Capt Gilkinson, of the tug Lynd- 
hurst, yesterday as his boat came up the Lower 
Bay at her best speed trying to keep abreast of 
the catamarans Jessie and Iris, which were fly- 
ing toward the Narrows ata speed only achieved 
by iceboats and occasionally making a dash at 
the rate of a mile in two minutes. The run was 
the first of a series, best three in five, for $250 a 
pide, to decide the question of superiority be- 

 ¢ween the Jessie, a centreboard boat owned by 
Mr. Frederick Hughes, of this city, and the 
lris, a keel boat just completed by Thomas 
Fearon. of Yonkers, for Mr. Robert Inman, of 
this city. The wager was made about the time 
the keel of the Iris was laid. 

The question really at issue is, whether boats 
can be built that will beat the fiyers of the New- 
Jérsey Yacht Club. The course yesterday was 
from Bedloe’s Island to Buoy 8%, off Sandy 
Hook and return. The Jessie is 40 feet long. The 
Iris is about 42 feet 6 inches, and gives her rival 
a time allowance at the rate of a minute to the 
foot of excess in length. Mr. Hughes sailed his 
pwn boat yesterday, and the Iris was navigated 
by her builder, Mr. Fearon. Mr. Roosevelt 
Schuyler, the judge, was taken over the course 
in the Lyndhurst. 

The starting whistle was blown at 11:20 
o’clock. The Iris crossed the line at 11:24:34, 
and the Jessie 38 seconds later. Wind and weather 
were as good as if made to order, and the racers 
laid almosta straight course through the Nar- 
rows, on the starboard tack, with a fresh breeze 
from the west-southwest and a slack tide under 
their keels.- Down through the Narrows the 
boats maintained their relative positions very 
nearly. In the Lower Bay the wind was stronger. 
Then the Jessie began to forge ahead, 
and from the hospital isiands down to 
the turning buoy it was anybody's race. 
Positions were exchanged. half a dozen 
times, and the speed was sufficient to dis- 
tance the Lyndhurst long before the buoy was 
reached. Now and then the Iris would bury 
her bows, while the stern of the windward bull 
would rise high in the air, but Skipper Fearon 
paid no attention to this, except to spill a hatful 
of wind out of the jib now and then. 

The Iris rounded the buoy at 12:42:25, having 
made the run in 1:17:50%. People on the Lynd- 
hurst expected that Skipper Fearon would jibe 
his boat. and that her rudders would fiy sky- 
ward, but they were disappointed. The Iris 
came about, as did also the Jessie, which 
rounded 37 seconds later, having gained one sec- 
ond on the outward half of the race. 

The: Lyndhurst was a mile or more up the 
Bay. Capt. Gilkinson threw the wheel over and 
made for the Narrows. * If I can pass the forts 
before the catamarans,” said he, ** I'll get back 
to the finish line first.” Bunt he didn’t. Thetug 
isn’t built that could have kept pace with the 
racers in that breeze, even with a four-mile tide 
running against them. Up the harbor they 
came like racehorses, the Iris gaining slightly 
until both passed to the westward of the quar- 
antine islands. Then the Jessie came forward 
with a rush and took the lead. Then they ex- 
changed places two or three times, each boat 
ariving her bows deep into the water and throw- 
ing the weather rudder into the air. * Now 
they are going at least a mile in two minutes,” 
said Capt. Gilkinson, ** and they’re averaging 18 
miles an hour."’ 

The boats fiew into the Narrows, and the Iris 
lifted her weather hull completely out of water 
and ran on one keel for several seconds. At the 
same time the Jessie buried her bows deep into 
the“sea, and Skipper Hughes, who said after- 
ward that it looked a good dealas if he were 
eng to stand on his head, spilled his jib for the 

rst time. Then the Iris came to for a few sec- 
onds, and Skipper Hughes went to windward. 
The iris had broken her after connecting beam, 
or rather the connecting link between the beam 
andthe hull,and from that point to the finish 
relied principally on her jib. When the boats 
had got well into the upper harbor they ** wound 
up” a bit of their mainsails, and even then 
carried more sail than anything in the harbor. 
The water was pretty white, and schooners were 
coming out with reefed mainsails and no top- 
sails. But the racers kept on at high speed un- 
til the Jessie, baving gotten a safe lead off 
Tompxinsville, slowed up and came homeat ease. 
She rounded Bedioe’s Island at 1:52:40, and the 
Iris was three minutes astern. Thus the Jes- 
sie, having started 38 seconds behind her com- 
petitor, wins the first race of the series by 3:38 
actual time. It would have been a difficult mat- 
ter to decide had it been the other way anda 
nice ce of time allowance to adjust, as the 
Lyndhurst was a mile or more astern at the fin- 
Ish. The actual distance sailed was about 82 
miles and the time of the winner 2:27:27. 

Capt. Fearon will repair the damage to his 
boat in time for the second race of the series to- 


day.

STABBING HIMSEL# WITH A KNIFE. 

When young William Taylor, who lives 
gn Foster-avenue, Parkville, alittle village be- 
tween Brooklyn ana Coney Island, went into a 
barn adjoining his father’s house about7 o’clock 
yesterday morning he saw his brother Samuel on 
his knees in front of a chair with his head hang- 
ine down on his breast. The boy went up tospeak 
to his brother, when he noticed a wound in his 
throat and a poo! of blood which had gathered on 
the fioor. William fied shrieking from the place, 
and Peter Ravenhali, a neighbor, attracted by 
bis cries, entered the barn. Samuel had been 
dead for some time, but a stab wound in the 
right side of the throat pied freely as the lifeless 
body was gently lifted. The wound had been 
inflicted with a long-bladed jackknife, which 
was found, covered with blood, a few feet from 
the body. 

The dead man, who was'about 80 years old and 
unmarried, was a son of the founder of the vil- 
lage. and had been raised it the place. For 10 
sears past he had been employed asa hostier in 
a neighboring hotel, and had always been looked 
upon as a good-natured fellow, but too fond of 
drink. Lateiy he and his father have had some 
trouble about the possession of the house in 
which they lived, and the son has been very 
muck depressed. On Sunday he worked all day, 
and at 10 o’clock that night, after drinking very 
heavily, started for home. It is thought that he 
went direct to the barn, where he stabbed him- 
self with the knife. 


ANOTHER CHANCE FOR SANDS.

ON BAD TERMS WITH HIS SISTER, 

Ce aaa ® 

SEEKING IN VAIN TO HAVE CANCELED A 
POLICY ON HIS LIFE IN HER FAVOR. 

J. Townsend Peckham’s father asked 
him in 1861 to allow himself to be examined asa 
subject of life insurance. Peckham, who was 
then 22 years old and married, agreed, and the 
Manhattan Life Insurance Company issued a 
policy for $2,500 on his life in the name of his 
sister, Mary E. Peckham, then 14 years of age. 
Their father died in 1879, and Peckham and his 
sister, the latter now married and knownas 
Mary T. Grindlay, have since been on unfriend- 
ly terms. Asan evidence of his hostility to her 


Peckham asked the Manhattan Life Insurance 
Company to revoke the policy on his life. The 
company refused to revoke it. Peckham then 
brought suit in equity against the company and 
Mrs. Grindlay, asking for a decree directing the 
surrender and cancellation of the policy, on the 

round that it was a wager, obnoxious to the 
aw, Mrs. Grindlay not having and never having 
had an insurable interest in his life; that its mere 
existence was an unjust interference with him 
and an incentive to its hostile holder to do him 
harm, and that it was void because he had vio- 
lated its terms respecting residence. 

The Manhattan Life Insurance Company de- 
murred to the complaint, and the trial on the 
demurrer took place before Judge Andrews, in 
the Supreme Court, Special Term. A decision 
adverse to Peckham was rendered yesterday. 
Judge Andrews says that, even though the pol- 
icy wasa ‘* wager policy,” Peckham consented 
to its issuance and was estopped by. his consent 
from contesting it, especially in view of the fact 
that his father and sister had paid premiums on 
it for 23years. But even if Peckham was not 
estopped, Judge Andrews says, he could not get 
from a court of equity the relief e 
asked. It was not a, thing for a court 
to act on, that a person hostile to another had a 
wager with a third party, which wager was de- 
pendent for its payment, a the third party, on 
the duration of the life of the second. Peckham 
did not allege that his life was in danger from 
his sister, but his counsel claimed that all wager 
policies were void because their hoiders had a 
strong inducement to cause the death of the in- 
dividual on whose life the policy was issued. 
The matter, therefore, came back to the tacts 
that the policy was a wager policy, and that 
Peckham was estopped from contesting it, As to 
the piea that the policy was void because Peck- 
ham Had violated its terms, Judge Andrews says 
it does not warrant a decree directing the sur- 
render of the policy by Mrs. Grindlay and its 
cancellation by the Manhattan Life Insurance 
Company. If it were void there was an end of 
it. If it were valid the mere apprehensions of 
Peckham as to its possible effect on his life, if he 
really entertained them, would not furnish 
ground for interference with it bya court of 
equity. There was no precedent or principle 
warranting such an interference.

MARINE BANK PROPERTY SOLD.

REALIZING $40,500 LESS THAN THE ESTI- 
MATES—FISH’S PROPERTY AT AUCTION. 


One of the final acts in the winding up 
of the affairs of the Marine National Bank was 
the sale yesterday, by order of Receiver John- 
ston, of the bank property, consisting of the 
four-story brownstone building known as Nos. 
78 and 80 Wall-street and the five-story marble 
and iron front building adjoining, at No. 158 
Pearl-street. As soon as Auctioneer L. J. 
Phillips called for offers $160,000 was bid, and 
the bidders, among whom were James T. Mc- 


Creery, Amos R. Eno and J, J. O’Donohue, 
quickly ran up the price $1,000 at a time, and 
when $175,000 had been reached the entire prop- 
erty was knocked down to the tobacco mer- 
chant Martin H. Levin, of No. 162 Pearl-street. 
No. 82 Walil-street was next put up, and after 
spirited biading Mr. Peter J. O’Donohue secured 
the property for $52,000. E. B. Smith obtained 
the buil.jing No. 146 Pearl-street for $32,500. The 
sale realized in all $259,500, a shrinkage of $40,50u 
from the estimated value of the property at the 
time of the failure. It was, however, the opinion 
of the real estate dealers and operators that the 
property realized its full value. 

Auctioneer Phillios then began the sale of 
numerous pieces of vroperty belonging to 
James D. Fish, and which Assignee John H. 
Morris had determined to sell. The first lot 
offered was the three office buildings Nos. 34 
and 36 New-street and 388 Broad-street. The 
were sold subject to a mortgage of $180,000. 
The bidding was not very active, there being a 
general impression among the buyers that the 
property was to be bought in. hether this 
was so or not the competition was quickly 
over, Mr. McElrath taking the yng for 

200,000. Louis de Bebian, agent of the French 

ine of steamers, secured the Brandon apart- 
ment house, at Seventy-third-street and Park- 
avenue, for $96,800. Washington E. Connor, who 
was believed to have bought the property for 
Jay Gould, purchased the flat house at No. 118 
West Twenty-third-street ‘for $66,750. John &. 
Foley obtained the dwelling No. 116 West For- 
tieth-street for $22,000, and Thomas M. Belknap, 
similar structures, at Nos. 117 and 119 West Thir- 
ty-ninth-street for $48,000. The sale was con- 
cluded by the offer of the office building, No. 50 
Broad-street, one of the very latest purchases 
made by Fish. This gave rise to spirited com- 
petition, Howard W. Coates finally securing it 
for’$58,250. The property sold realized $518,750, 
subject, however, to mortgages of $410,000. 





THERE WILL BE NO WEDDING. 


A LIQUOR DEALER SHOOTS HIMSELF AFTER 
A PROLONGED DEBAUCH,. 

James J. Lynch, 23 years old, who was 
joint proprietor with his mother of the saloon 
at West and Leroy streets, went to Martin’s 
Hotel, No. 445 Hudson-street, at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday and asked for aroom. He said that he 
did not feel well and wanted a quiet place where 
he could sleep. His appearance indicated that 
he was just recovering from a debauch, be- 
ing nervous and restless. While waiting for 


the room to be prepared he went into the bar- 
room and called all those in the place up to the 
bar to drink with him. The barkeeper, seeing 
his condition, refused to supply him with liquor, 
and he took a cigar and lighted it. Then he 
called for writing materials and wrote three 
letters, one to his mother, one to his sister, and 
the third toa young lady to whom he was be- 
trothed and to whom he was to have been mar- 
ried to-morrow night. He sent one of the 
waiters in the house to mail the letters, and then 
jocked himself in the room. 

Soon after the chambermaid heard the report 
a vistol, foliowed by the sound of a falling body. 
The door of the room was burst open, and 
Lynch was found lying unconscious on the 
fioor with a pistol-shot wound in the right tem- 
ple. The revolver with which he had shot him- 
self was lying beside him. He was taken to St. 
Vincent’s Hospital, where he died at 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon without having regained con- 
sciousness. Lynch was a nephew of Capt. 
Lynch, of the steamer Long Branch. He lived 
with his mother and sister at-No. 110 Leroy- 
street. Tne business of the liquor store in 
which he had a half interest was prosperous. A 
week age his twenty-third birthday occurred, 
and he drank to excess and had been on a spree 
ever since. His intemperate habits gave offense 
to his mother and friends, who expostulated 
with him for his conduct.

A COURSE IN SANITARY ENGINEERING. 

The Trustees of Columbia College held 
the last meeting of the current year yesterday. 
They decided to add a course of instruction in 
sanitary engineering to the School of Mines. 


The chair will be filled by Dr. Billings, United 
States Army, who will also deliver a course of 
lectures on hygiene. An assistant will give in- 
struction in the use of the microscope. The 
course will begin in October, and students who 
take it for four years and pass satisfactory ex- 
aminations will, on the recommendation of the 
Faculty, be granted the degree of Sanitary En- 
ineer. It was decided to discontinue the teach- 
ng of French and German in the School of 
Mines, and in these studies the Faculty was em- 
powered to increase the requirements for ad- 
mission. This means thatif the Faculty so de- 
cides applicants must have a knowledge of 
French and German before they are allowed to 
enter. Two new Fellowships were created and 
placed at the discretion of President Barnard.

COMPOSITORS IN CONVENTION. 


THE WORK OF THE PAST YEAR—~—A NEW 
PLAN FOR PAYMENT. 

The thirty-third annual session of the 
International Typographical Union was opened 
yesterday morning in Irving Hall, with 110 dele- 
gates present, representing 88 unions in various 
cities throughout the United States and Canada. 
The hall was elaborately decorated with stream- 
ers, flags, and banners of many colors, and the 
boxes and galleries contained a number of in- 
terested spectators, including several ladies. 
The delegates sat two and two before writing 


desks, which had been placed in the body of the 
hail. After a few words of welcome from 
President James M. Duncan, of the New-York 
union, business was begun by the rejection of 
Cc. K. Carmine, of Lawrence, as a proxy for the 
delegate from Union No. 24, it being against 
the bylaws to appear by proxy. Presi- 
dent M. R. H. Witter in his annual report 
spoke of protests which had been made against 
various portions of the general laws of the 
union, among them one against prohibiting the 
imposition of fines for non-attendance at meet- 
ings he!d on Sunday. “To even up this law,” 
said the President, ‘‘a number of unions have, 
by my advice, resorted to the expedient of rais- 
ing their dues and making a_ rebate on account 
of attendance. As I believe local unions can be 
trusted not to trample on the conscientious 
scruples of their members, I recommend the re- 
peal of the section.” Among the questions 
which the President has been called on to decide 
is one caused by a dispute between the Leadville 
(Col.) union and the proprietor of the morning 
Democrat and evening Chronicle, both published 
from the same office ‘and under the same 
management. The question was: ** Can matter 
be transferred between a morning and an even- 
ing paper having a common proprietor?” and 
the decision was that it could. 

A. Wilkinson, Corresponding Secretary, 
furnished a record of strikes during the year, 
among which was the following regarding this 
city: “* Three strikes—One in Mzxaminer office, 
against reduction, lost; in McWilliams Printing 
Company’s Office, for equal distribution of * fat,’ 
successful; in Commercial Advertiser office, 
against reduction, lost. The Tribune is stil! being 
boycotted.” The Secretary-Treasurer, William 
Briggs, reported the receipts for the year as 
$10,442 26; disbursements, $7,088 03; balance in 
the Treasury, $3,354 23. Mark L. Crawford, Chief 
Organizer, said that there had been organized 
during the year 18 unions, and tive charters had 
been returned. The total number of unions now 
in existence is 174, and the total membership is 
18,000. Mr. Crawford spoke of a biack book he 
had prepared, by means of which he bad succeed- 
ed in capturing several “rats.” All reports of 
officers were referred to committees, A number 
of plans were offered for regulating strikes. all 
of which were referred to a committee. The 
convention adjourned early for an excursion to 
Coney Island, and will continue its work this 
morning. ‘ 

Circulars were distributed among the printers 
by the Committee on Standard of Type ap- 
pointed by the Federation of German-American 
Printers, The circular points out the injustice 
of the em system of measurement for composi- 
tion, and proposes that composition be measured 
by the thousand letters instead. The prices sug- 
gested are for pica, 23 cents per 1,090 letters; 
small pica and long primer, 21 cents; bourgeois 
and brevier, 22 cents; minion, 24 cents; non- 
parei!, 25 cents; agate, 27 cents, and for night 
work on newspapers 4 cents per 1,000 extra. It 
is not intended by the new method to raise the 
price of composition. The ca!culations are based 
on the price New-York compositors are paid, 
(40 cents per 1,000 ems,) taking 36,000 ems as a 
week’s work,

BY A MAJORITY OF TWO VOTES. 


CHARLES M. VAIL ELECTED PRESIDENT OF 
THE PRODUCE EXCHANGE, 

The most closely contested election that 
has ever occurred inthe Produce Exchange re- 
sulted yesterday in the advancement of Vice- 
President Charles M. Vail to the Presidency by a 
majority of two votes over Alexander E. Orr. 
Mr. Vail received 743 votes and Mr. Orr 741. The 
canvassing for votes during the day was un- 
usually earnest and eventful.

The Orr ticket was actively supported by, 
among others, H.O. Armour, George H. Martin, 
of David Dows & Co.; Alexander Munn,and ex- 
Mayor Edson.

FOUND IN THE GARRET. 


PRISONERS WHO WERE NOT TO BE AR- 
RESTED EASILY. 

Early on the morning of May 20 Police- 
man McGowan, who was recently appointed on 
the force and assigned to duty in the Twenty- 
second Precinct, heard a woman screaming for 
help in the hallway of No. 585 Eleventh-avenue. 
He found the woman in the grasp of two men, 
whom he tried toarrest. They knocked him 
down, wrested hisclub from him, and beat him 


unmercifully. He drew his pistol, and that was 
seized by one of his assailants, who would have 
shot him had he not been restrained by his com- 
rade.

AMUSEMENT FOR WORKINGMEN. 


THE MISSION OF CHARLES POWELL, 
ENGLAND, IN THIS COUNTRY. 

Mr. Charles Powell, Secretary of the 
Church of England Workingmen's Society, ar- 
rived in this city on the steamship Etruria yes- 
terday. He has come to the United States 
partiy with a view to seeing the country, but 
principally with the object of explaining the 
working of the society for which he has acted 
as General Secretary for years, and establishing, 


if it isfound advisable, societies of a similar 
— in the Protestant Episcopal churches 
ere. 

The Church of England Workingmen’s Society 
is composed of workingmen in every parish in 
England, Scotiand, and Wales, and its object is 
to provide for its members social and intellectu- 
al amusements within the bounds of religious 
decorum. Many of the Episcopal! churches in 
this country have “ workingmen’s clubs,” in 
which the same objects are soucht, but uot to 
s0 great an extent as in the Church of Eng- 
land Workingmen’s Society. In Great Britain 
the Bishops and Archbishops take an in- 
terest in the society, and a great deal of 
active work for the benefit of the workingmen 
is being done. Mr. Powell,in his trip through 
the country, intends to explain in detail the 
methods of his society and urge their adoption 
by similar clubs here. Speaking to a clerical 
friend of his yesterday, soon after his arrival, he 
said that he should advocate free pews as one of 
the great essentials to the work of buildin upa 
congregation of workingmen in the ohurek. “Tt 
shall not touch on the temperance question,” he 
said, ** because that requires bigger guns than I 
can bring to bear.” 

Mr. Powell will, leave New-York to-morrow 
night for Philadelphia, and from there will start 
on atrip which will embrace Baltimore, Washk- 
ington, Chicago, Boston, Providence, Troy, 
Hartford, and other large cities in the East and 
West. He will speak in the churches in al! these 
cities and endeavor to organize workingmen’s 
cluos.. His address inthis city is No. 29 State- 
street.

A TAR KETTLE BOILS OVER.
